Chief constables take our funds 

but their forces do ‘pretty well*

A LEADING police figure has 
issued a damning verdict on the 
independent body responsible for 
cutting the money spent on Kent’s 
anti-terrorism strategy. 

Mark Gilmartin is chief executive of the 
Kent Police Authority, which oversees the run¬ 
ning of the county’s force. 

He told Kent on Sunday he was concerned 
the Association of Chief Police Officers (Acpo) 
was allowed to make important decisions for 
the Government without being accountable to 
the public. 

He made the comments after a review by 
Acpo’s TAM (Terrorism and Allied Matters) 
committee decided an undisclosed sum of 
money used to fund 3.5 ‘dedicated security 
posts’ in Kent would be better spent elsewhere 
in the country. 

Mr Gilmartin said: “The Home Office has 
basically said to Acpo, ‘You’re probably well- 
informed on these matters, how would you 


suggest we spend the funding?’ The cynic in me 
looks at the chief constables sitting on that com¬ 
mittee, and it seems their forces do pretty well. 

“I hope I’m not being inappropriate, but it 
doesn’t seem to me to be the right and proper 
way to do things. Acpo ought to be subject to 
some sort of independent body to make sure 
my sort of scepticism is ill-founded. 

“There’s no doubt their discussions are very 
sensitive and confidential, but I would expect 
suitably vetted people to be able to sit in and 
challenge what is being decided.” 

The county contains high-profile potential 
targets for terrorists, including its ports, air¬ 
ports and cross-Channel train services. 

In 2007, five men were jailed for life after 
planning to use a giant fertiliser bomb to blow 
up Bluewater shopping centre. 

Mr Gilmartin’s comments come as Acpo 
faces questions about its own future and 
whether it is the right body to oversee 
Britain’s police forces. The organisation is a 


private company governed by a board of direc¬ 
tors. It is funded by the Home Office, contribu¬ 
tions from each of the 44 police authorities and 
membership subscriptions. Mr Gilmartin 
added that while the reduction in posts comes 
as no surprise given the economic climate, he 
was concerned nonetheless. 

He said: “It appears the people who make 
these decisions have focused too much on tack¬ 
ling terrorism in inner-city areas, when the 
ports still need to be fully protected. 

“There’s no huge city in Kent, but we do have 
a large frontier to police. Thankfully we’re not 
looking at a huge reduction this year, so we’re 
disappointed but not quite ready to go to war.” 

Newspaper reports said Acpo had cut Kent’s 
anti-terrorism funding because the force was 
spending some of it on community support 
officers, who deal with minor offences but have 
no powers of arrest. However, the police say

the cash was actually being spent on commu¬ 
nity liaison officers, six of whom support the 
anti-terrorism unit by gathering intelligence 
on the streets. 

Mr Gilmartin said he was responsible for 
signing off the funding and was confident the 
money had been spent in the right way. 

Assistant Chief Constable Andy Adams 
reiterated that anti-terrorism funding had 
never been used to pay for part-time commu¬ 
nity officers. 

He said: “The force’s response to terrorism 
covers a number of areas and there is no sug¬ 
gestion this money has not been used correct¬ 


ly. It is very important to emphasise that we 
are in a unique position because Dover is the 
gateway to Europe and one of the world’s 
busiest ports. 

“That means we have an international 
responsibility for the safety of more than 13 
million people who pass through there every 
year. 

“Part of our counter-terrorism strategy 
involves work within our communities both 
to raise awareness of any potential threats 
and to gain information. 

“The force’s response to terrorism also has a 
number of other aspects, including the deliv¬ 
ery of policing in neighbourhood areas.” 


Mr Adams said the annual bidding process 
was intended to reflect the terrorism threat 
to specific parts of the country, and that while 
funding for Kent’s ports, airports and rail¬ 
ways had been reduced this year, the force 
had received extra cash in other areas. 

An Acpo spokesman said: “On behalf of 
the Home Office, Acpo TAM’s role is to 
provide these funds to police forces to be 
spent on counter-terrorism and national 
security work. 

“Within that area, each force is best placed 
to decide how these resources should be 
deployed in the most cost-effective and effi¬ 
cient way.” 


E.ON claim reignites 
coal power worries

ENERGY giant E.ON has refused 
to deny fresh claims it will receive 
Government funding for a pro¬ 
posed new coal-fired power station 
at Kingsnorth. 

Despite shelving its plans for the site on 
Medway’s Hoo Peninsula until at least 2012, 
the German firm is still in the running to 
receive public cash to develop technology for 
storing harmful carbon dioxide emissions. 

And according to a report in the Financial 
Times, Kingsnorth is also on the verge of 
being awarded a figure “in the low tens of 
millions of pounds” to draw up detailed plans 
for the technology first. 

Recession 

The expected announcement comes as a 
blow to environmentalists who believed 
E.ON had given up on coal last October, when 
the firm announced it was delaying the plans 
due to a lack of demand for electricity in the 
recession. 

Natalie Swift is an activist with the Camp 
for Climate Action, which was responsible for 
organising the controversial Kingsnorth 
protests of summer 2008. 

She said: ‘We’re certainly of the mind that 
the Government and large corporations are 
more concerned about commercial interests 
than finding solutions for climate change. 

“We’ve seen persistent failures on their 
parts to learn the lessons and put what’s good 
for the world before what’s good for money,

and I’m afraid we’re going to see this happen 
time and time again.” 

Nathan Argent, senior energy campaigner 
at Greenpeace, said: “There’s still no guaran¬ 
tee that another coal-fired power station at 
Kingsnorth wouldn’t belch out huge amounts 
of pollution long into the future.” 

According to the FT, the announcement of 
the funding could be made by Energy and 
Climate Change Secretary Ed Miliband as 
early as this week. 

Carbon capture and storage (CCS) technol¬ 
ogy is seen as essential if the country wishes 
to continue burning coal for electricity while 
meeting government targets on greenhouse 
gas emissions. 

However, Kent Green Party spokesman 


Steve Dawe said that even if E.ON does 
receive cash to draw up CCS plans, it is still 
some way off being able to build a new coal- 
fired power station. 

He said: “Agreements made in Copenhagen 
could end up changing the policy on large 
plants that produce large quantities of carbon 
dioxide, so it’s unlikely a new one would be 
built before E.ON knows for sure. 

“But there’s also the issue that no-one 
knows how much CCS technology will cost or 
what difficulties may arise. 

“There are still unanswered questions 
about what carbon capture actually means, 
how exactly it is stored and how the firms 
can guarantee it won’t go back into the 
environment.” 

Pipeline 

The other firm rumoured to be receiving 
funding for its CCS plans is Scottish Power - 
owned by Iberdrola of Spain - for its 
Longannet plant in Fife, Scotland. 

Meanwhile, E.ON announced this week 
that it had finalised an environmental scop¬ 
ing report for a new pipeline beneath 
Medway capable of carrying 24 million 
tonnes of carbon dioxide per year to the North 
Sea gas fields. 

The firm believes the structure could cope 
with emissions from two Kingsnorth-sized 
power stations and three smaller gas-fired ones. 

A planning application is expected to be 
submitted by the end of the year, with a series 
of public exhibitions due to be held across the 
Hoo Peninsula from April 26.

Seven years for 
bus driver who 
ran down and 
killed builder 

A BUS driver has been jailed for more than 
seven years after running a man over in a nar¬ 
row street, writes Anna White. 

Arriva bus driver 
Christopher Eggleton, of 
Dales Street, Chatham, 
ran over Martin Barlow 
after the man came to com¬ 
plain about his Mitsibushi 
Trojan pick-up being hit by 
passing buses. 

Father-of-four Eggleton, 
46, drove off and Mr Barlow, 
30, went under the bus, 
watched by residents in 
Catherine Street, Rochester, 
where he had lived. 

The jury at the trial of spent almost a day 
considering charges of manslaughter and 
causing death by dangerous driving. 

After deciding on a guilty verdict for the 
more serious charge of manslaughter, the jury 
did not have to come to a verdict on the dan¬ 
gerous driving charge. After the verdict, Mr 
Barlow’s father, Simon, stood outside the court 
and read a prepared statement. 

He said: “The death of Martin has left our 
family devastated. It has brought us closer 
together, but we will never be the same again.” 

The judge, Mr Justice Akenhead, said: “This 
was a tragic case. He was a popular man, not 
prone to anger. He wasn’t drunk or out of con¬ 
trol.” 

The judge said Eggleton 
should have stopped and 
calmed the situation down, 
as a previous driver done 
when stopped by Mr 

L Barlow. 

The court heard that Mr 
Barlow had his hands

Eggleton sped up. 

The judge said the Barlow family had shown 
great dignity: “Whatever prison sentence I 
give will not ease the pain felt by Martin’s fam¬ 
ily and friends.” 

He sentenced Eggleton to seven-and-a-half 
years in jail and banned him from driving for 
seven years. His victim was dragged 450 
metres along the street underneath the six- 
and-a-half tonne Arriva bus Eggleton was 
driving, on July 3, last year. 

Mr Barlow died as result of extensive frac¬ 
tures to his skull and spine. Tests revealed the 
builder was three times over the drink-drive 
limit, but witnesses said he wasn’t drunk. 

Witness Lewis Bennett, 16, was in Catherine 
Street when he saw Mr Barlow in the middle 
of the road banging his hands on the front win¬ 
dow of the bus. 

The teenager said: “He put his hands to stop 
the vehicle and it kept coming. He was sucked 
underneath it and dragged along the road. 

“There were lots of people screaming and 
crying and being sick. It was horrible to see a 
man get killed like that.” 


Jealous murderer 
locked up for life 

A JEALOUS lover has been jailed for life for 
murdering the elderly friend of his ex-wife. 

David Alberto, 32, of Albert Street, 
Ramsgate, stabbed 64-year-old John Joyce 11 
times in the chest, back and abdomen at his 
home in Conyngham Close, Ramsgate. 

He denied murder but was found guilty by 
a jury at Maidstone Crown Court and was 
sentenced on Thursday. 

Det Insp Lee Whitehead said: “The level of 
violence displayed was shocking.”

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S limmin g for 
money plan 
could tackle 
rising obesity 

EXPERTS have said paying obese people to 
lose weight could be the way forward in 
Britain’s incentive-driven culture. 

The claim comes as health chiefs analyse 
results of a pilot scheme run by NHS 
Eastern and Coastal Kent to see if money 
really can motivate slimmers. 

The trial was carried out with private 
company Weight Wins, founded by former 
financial analyst Winton Rossiter, who 
believes cash incentives could drive obesity 
figures down. 

His organisation provides its Pounds for 
Pounds initiative to private patients, inde¬ 
pendent of the NHS, where overweight peo¬ 
ple can make more than £1,000 over two 
years just for shedding the pounds. 

But it was trialled as one of several weight 
loss schemes by NHS Eastern and Coastal 
Kent to try and tackle the growing problem 
of obesity. 

Mr Rossiter said: “Let’s recognise that we 
live in an incentive culture. We work to earn 
a wage, we shop at certain places and buy 
certain products to collect points, so why not 
earn rewards for doing something positive 
for yourself? 

Private 

“Secondly, Weight Wins isn’t just about 
the money; what people are really buying is 
the motivation to succeed and a structure 
for success - mostly focused on the monthly 
weigh-in.” 

The Weight Wins project offers private 
patients up to £1,750 over two years to 
encourage them to diet and exercise. 

During the NHS pilot, rewards ranged 
from £70 for shifting 151b to £425 for losing 
501b and keeping it off for six months. 

Andy Scott-Clark, deputy director of pub¬ 
lic health at NHS Eastern and Coastal 
Kent, said the health trust was looking at 
the results alongside a range of other 
weight loss initiatives. 

‘We will carry out a full evaluation and 
make an announcement later in the year,” 
he said. “The pilot is one of a range of initia¬ 
tives we are examining to help combat ris¬ 
ing obesity.” 

The private Weight Wins scheme does not 
provide diet guidelines, but members are 
encouraged to fill in a daily tick sheet for 
healthy eating and exercise patterns. 

The lack of diet plan has led some to ques¬ 
tion whether leaving people to choose their 
own methods of dieting is a health risk. 

Results, excluding the NHS pilot scheme 
outcome, showed the average weight loss of 
members in one year is 18.21b. 


MP pays tribute 
to Michael Foot 

GILLINGHAM and Rainham MP Paul 
Clark has paid tribute to former Labour 
Party leader Michael Foot, who died on 
Wednesday aged 96. 

Transport minister Mr Clark said: “It was 
only at the weekend that I was standing in 
Gillingham Labour Club in Twydall Lane, 
looking at the plaque which commemorates 
the moment in 1982 when Michael visited 
the constituency to open an extension. 

“He was the leader of our party at a very 
difficult time but was recognised for his 
intellect and witty speaking style - a hall¬ 
mark of his parliamentary career which 
spanned 47 years. 

“He was also an extremely warm-hearted 
and kind man, and will be sorely missed.” 

Mr Foot - who had been ill for some time 
and had been receiving 24-hour care - died 
shortly before 7am at his home in 
Hampstead, north London.

EMERGENCY planners have 
drawn up Kent’s most detailed 
flood response document ever, 
amid fears of rising sea levels, 
storms and sinking landmasses, 
writes Steve Knight 

In response to the 2007 floods that caused 
catastrophic damage throughout the UK, 
council officers have compiled a comprehen¬ 
sive report to ensure the county is fully pre¬ 
pared for any future deluge. 

The plan - which will be regularly updated 
on KCC’s intranet site - includes information 
on risk assessments, which locations are most 
likely to flood, the role of the emergency 
services, how to warn and rescue people, 
and more. 

Senior emergency planning officer Tony 
Harwood, who compiled the report, told 
KOS Media it was important the flooding 
threat was taken seriously. 

He said: “Across the various agencies in 
Kent, we have planned for flood risk for 
many years. However, experience from the 
summer 2007 floods of Sheffield, Hull, 
Gloucestershire and elsewhere really 
focused our minds that the planning need¬ 
ed to be stepped up a level. 

“The Environment Agency (EA) has iden¬ 
tified 70,000 households in the county that 
are potentially vulnerable to either fluvial 
[river/stream] or coastal flooding, so we 
need to be prepared to protect them. 

“It’s not good enough to come up against 
problems during a flood event, we need to 
do the proper planning. A flood plan does 
already exist, but this is a far more sophis¬ 
ticated document.” 

Response 

Mr Harwood said the plan was drawn up 
in response to a report on the 2007 floods by 
former KCC chief executive Sir Michael 
Pitt, who is now chairman of the national 
Infrastructure Planning Commission. 

Sir Michael put forward 92 recommenda¬ 
tions for local authorities to take into 
account when drawing up flood response 
agendas, which Mr Harwood said the coun¬ 
ty council had done. 

He added: “We are seeking to get ahead 
of the game on the planning, which will 
soon become enforced by legislation under 
the forthcoming flood and water manage¬ 
ment bill. 

“ The February, 1953, floods along the 
eastern coast of England affected Kent, and 
people will remember the River Medway 
flooding Tonbridge and Maidstone in 2000. 

“Both impacted the county significantly, 
so it’s important we learn the lessons.” 

According to the EA, one in six homes in 
England is at risk of flooding from rivers, 
the sea or overflowing drains, and that 
investment in the building and maintain¬ 
ing of flood defences will need to almost 
double to £1 billion a year by 2035. 

Earlier this year a joint report by the 


Institution of Civil Engineers (ICE) and 
the Royal Institute of British Architects 
(RIBA) warned that parts of Kent’s 
coastal towns could be lost within 90 
years unless radical measures to improve 
sea defences were taken. 

Mr Harwood said: “I absolutely agree our 
resilience to flooding needs to be enhanced 
and we need to be pragmatic. But engi¬ 
neers and district councils are working to 
ensure the defences are up to it.” 

The flood response plan is included on the 
agenda for the flood risk management com¬ 
mittee meeting on Tuesday.

Nikki’s power of charisma 


A LITTLE self-belief is all it takes 
to become a happier and more 
confident person, according to 
Nikki Owen.

This week her skills are called upon in a 
new television series, Kitchen Sink To 
Catwalk, in which six ordinary women - all 
aged over 40 - are transformed into potential 
fashion models.

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On track for a dispute 

Petition demands return to old rail timetable

HUNDREDS of angry commuters 
have added their names to a peti¬ 
tion demanding a review of 
Southeastern^ controversial new 
timetable. 

The rail operator promised more choice 
and less overcrowding when the firm 
unveiled its new schedule last December. 

It said the move was its biggest shake-up 
in more than 40 years, but passengers claim 
the service is now worse than ever. 

Calls for the Government to order a review 
of the changes have so far fallen on deaf ears, 
convincing one commuter to take matters 
into his own hands. 

Accounts manager John Nicholson, 42, 
from Heme, set up a petition on the Downing 
Street website in an attempt to force the 
issue, and so far more than 800 passengers 
have pledged their support. 

Mr Nicholson said: “It’s more than a minor 
inconvenience when you’re late into work 
every day and letting your colleagues down, 
especially at a time when lots of people’s jobs 
are at stake. 

“It’s causing me a lot of stress and I found 
myself shouting at my kids more and snap¬ 
ping at my wife when I come home again. 

“Even when things were really bad under 
(previous rail operator) Connex, I didn’t feel 
compelled to start a petition. But I can tell 


from talking to other passengers that there’s 
a palpable anger about the level of service 
we’re receiving.” 

When the new timetable was unveiled in 
early December, Southeastern said it would 
provide passengers with more than 200 
extra trains per day and boost capacity by 
five per cent. 

The revamp coincided with the launch of 
High Speed 1 (HS1), which for an extra £8 
per journey provides London commuters 
with quicker journey times than ever before. 

However, Mr Nicholson said the service 
was undemsed because the higher speeds 
are only used on the north Kent line once the 
trains reach Ebbsfleet. 

Reinstated 

He added: “We’ve been told it might take 
up to three years for the problems to settle 
down, but that’s not good enough. We want 
the old services reinstated because we don’t 
see a need for HS1 on the north Kent line.” 

North Thanet MP Roger Gale is also 
opposed to the new timetable, but his request 
for a meeting with Transport Secretary Lord 
Adonis was refused. 

However, Mr Gale has successfully secured 
time in the House of Commons for an 
adjournment debate on the issue. 

He said: “This creates the opportunity for 
us to nail some of the fictions about the 
length of journey times and the costs of so- 
called high-speed travel for passengers.” 

A Southeastern spokesman said: “All new 
timetables take time to bed in and we are 
reviewing the performance. 


“We had hoped to be able to do this earlier but 
this process has been delayed until we have had 
a period of good weather and normal running. 

“While recently some of our services have disap¬ 
pointed us, since 2006 when we took over the 
franchise the punctuality of trains has risen from 
86 per cent to 90 per cent. 

“We are continuing to work hard with Network 
Rail and hope that over the coming weeks pas¬ 
sengers will notice a difference.”

1 .The real lynx 

Vanished breeds could be returning

ECOLOGISTS at one of 
Britain’s largest national parks 
are considering reintroducing 
lynx into the Kent countryside. 

The big cat could be one of a range of species 
brought back centuries after they first disap¬ 
peared, with beaver and the common crane the 
other popular candidates. 

Released 

Beavers have already been reintroduced to a 
reserve near Sandwich, but experts from the 
Cairngorms National Park believe this can be 
extended across other parts of the county. 

And Eurasian lynx, which became extinct in 
the UK around 1,000 years ago, could 
* become a more common sight if they are 
brought over from continental Europe 
and released into the wild. 

Dr Daniel Hetherington, one of the ecol¬ 
ogists behind the report, said lynx could 
help keep populations of deer down. 

“Lynx are able to live in quite small and 
densely populated areas and can control 
populations of deer,” he said. 

“Another possible candidate would be 
’ beaver. There is already a scheme run¬ 
ning in Kent, in Ham Fen, to see the 
environmental impact they would have. 

“Beaver can manage wetland reserves 
and create new habitats for wildlife. They 
can also reduce flooding by building dams.” 


Birds including the Eurasian or common 
crane have also been outlined as potential 
species for Kent. 

Dr Hetherington said: “This draft report is in 
response to a national park consultation where 
a question was raised about whether certain 
species could be reintroduced to Britain. 

“The report was driven by what economic and 
ecological benefits could arise through a nation¬ 
al initiative like this.” 

Experts backing the report believe lynx would 
draw in tourists as well as protect woodland by 
controlling deer numbers. 

Fears of attacks on humans by the big cat 
were rebuffed by wildlife experts, who claim 
they are no danger to people. 

Peter Smith, chief executive of the Wildwood 
Trust in Heme Bay, said: “There have been no 
casualties by lynx - they’re not dangerous. 

“You wouldn’t want to antagonise one, but 
they don’t attack humans. 

“They would be an excellent addition to Kent.

There are deer all over the county and they are 
affecting bio-diversity. 

“Lynx don’t necessarily eat all the deer, but 
spread them out, which allows woodland 
re-growth.” 

Mr Smith also stressed how beneficial it is to 
have beavers reintroduced to the county, with 
a pilot scheme - jointly run by Wildwood and 
the Kent Wildlife Trust - already underway 
near Sandwich. 

The creatures were hunted to extinction for 
their pelts in the UK in the 16th century. 

Mr Smith said: “Beavers are so important for 
the countryside. They create wetlands and 
habitats for other wildlife. 

‘Wetlands act as a flood defence and can pro¬ 
tect homes. They could save us hundreds of 
millions of pounds in flood defences. 

“Beavers also help purify the water through 
managing the wetland, which filters out all the 
nasty fertilisers and chemicals.” 

Mr Smith said reintroducing beavers has 
come up against opposition from farmers who 
believe the animals could damage their crops, 
with damming causing flooding.

FIFTY abused and neglected horses could be 
shot if the owners of a refuge fail to raise 
enough money to buy their rented farm. 

So desperate is their plight that Sara and 
Alan Ross, who run The Horse Refuge in 
Wittersham, near Tenterden, are turning to 
KoS readers for help. 

“We desperately need to find the money 
before April,” said Mrs Ross. 

“No amount is too small - we’re not expect¬ 
ing one person to give us a massive amount 
of cash, we just need everybody to chip in.” 

Mrs Ross, who launched the sanctuary in 
1995, needs to raise £600,000 to buy Dobells 
Farm, where they run the refuge, which is 
being sold by their landlord in April. 

Thanks to generous donations, including 
an undisclosed amount from music mogul 
Simon Cowell, £215,000 has been raised. 

But an eviction notice was issued last 
week, giving Mr and Mrs Ross just six weeks 
to stump up the rest of the money or face los¬ 
ing their home, their horses and the other 30 
animals they look after. 

“Many of the horses have been abused or 
neglected and can’t travel or be re-homed,” 
said Mrs Ross. 

“A lot of them will lose their lives if we 
don’t find this money, but we’re struggling. 
We only have a small amount of time left. 

“The refuge is needed, especially at the 
moment when there have been problems 
with people abandoning their horses 
because they can’t afford to keep them. 

“Just the other night one was left shackled 


to our fence - it was like skin and bone. We 
had to work through the night to make room 
for it as we’re so full up.” 

X Factor judge Cowell contacted Mrs Ross 
in December and urged his friends to donate 
to the charity instead of buying him 
Christmas presents. 

And other celebrities, including Heather 
McCartney, the eldest daughter of Beatle 
Paul and his late wife Linda, are also helping. 

The refuge is home to one of Heather’s 
mother’s horses, so she is desperate to help. 

She said: “It is a truly wonderful sanctuary 
where no living creature faces persecution. 

“I believe that no other sanctuary is able to 
care for them in the same way, as Sara has 


painstakingly regained their trust.” 

One of the sanctuary’s famous residents is 
Duke, Europe’s tallest horse standing at 
about 6ft 7in. But his future remains uncer¬ 
tain following problems with his leg. 

Mrs Ross said: “I don’t know what’s going 
to happen to him. He is unable to travel.” 

Mrs Ross, who worked in Parliament for 
Lord Houghton of Sowerby before changing 
her career path, fears there is not enough 
time to raise all the funds. 

‘We’re trying to do all we can,” she said. 
“It’s difficult to stay positive but we have to 
for the sake of the animals.”

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Fatal police shooting 
lawful, rules inquest

A DEPRESSED man shot dead 
by police officers after brandish¬ 
ing what they thought was an 
Uzi submachine gun was killed 
lawfully an inquest has ruled. 

The verdict was returned by jurors at 
Gravesend Coroners Court following a 
week-long inquiry into the death of Dayniel 
Tucker, from Adisham Green in 
Sittingboume. 

The 39-year-old was shot twice by two 
Kent firearm officers on Saturday, December 
29,2007, after pointing what appeared to be 
an Uzi submachine gun at police. 

Despite later investigations revealing that 
it was a plastic airgun, a jury found the offi¬ 
cers were justified in using lethal force 
against Mr Tucker. 

After the hearing, Independent Police 
Complaints Commissioner Mike Franklin 
said the events of that day had had a lasting 
effect on everyone involved. 

“Mr Tucker’s family and friends lost a 
loved one in tragic circumstances and the 
firearms officers have to live with the fact 
that they shot and killed a man,” he said. 

Mr Franklin said: “Despite officers being 
equipped with tasers and baton rounds, 
the circumstances of this case did not 
allow them to create a situation where the

use of less lethal weapons was an option.” 

Mr Tucker, a welder fabricator, suffered 
from depression and seasonal affective dis¬ 
order, and had attempted suicide in the past. 

The night before his death he had been 
drinking in the Black Horse pub in 
Stanstead, Sevenoaks, where a barmaid 
described him as “deeply sad”. 

The following day he called 999 at about 
8.50am, saying there was a person on 
Tumblefield Road in Stanstead pointing a 
firearm at him. He then hung up. 

Unarmed officers attending the scene 
searched for Mr Tucker and reported seeing 
a man with a “large bulge” in his top. 

They contacted the force control room, also 
reporting a white Mitsubishi Colt - later dis¬ 


covered to be Mr Tucker’s - in a field with a 
hosepipe from the exhaust to the window. 

When armed firearms officers arrived they 
shouted warnings to Mr Tucker, but he took 
what appeared to be an Uzi submachine gun 
out of his coat and pointed it at them. 

Two officers fired their weapons, with one 
hitting him in the groin, and the other - the 
fatal shot - hitting him in the chest. 

He was pronounced dead at the scene. 

Mr Tucker was described by those who 
knew him as “a good man, a loving uncle and 
caring godfather”. 

His friend Joel Gifford attended the 
inquest and spoke to KOS Media. 

“It was a bolt out of the blue - he was 
happy and had a lot going for him,” he said. 

“When I first met him 10 years ago while 
working at Medway Galvanising he was a 
bit overweight and down - he was on anti¬ 
depressants. 

“But after losing touch for a couple of 
years, my wife bumped into him and he’d 
completely changed. 

“He’d lost weight and he wasn’t on anti¬ 
depressants anymore - he was really happy. 

“He liked a drink and smoked cannabis, 
but he went to work and paid the bills.” 

Mr Gifford admitted his friend became 
down six months before his death, but he 
moved closer to his sister and things were 
looking up. 

Mr Gifford’s wife Joanne added: ‘We are 
still struggling to understand what hap¬ 
pened. We miss him.” 


Councillor denies 
favours in return 
for rent-free flat 


A LEADING Canterbury city councillor lived 
rent-free for six years while using his position on 
planning committees to help a developer friend, a 
court heard. 

Former Lib Dem deputy leader Roger Matthews 
owed £34,000 rent on a flat in Beltinge Road, 
Heme Bay, but never paid a penny, it was alleged. 

Between May, 2002, and July, 2008, he was a 
member of Canterbury’s development control 
committee. 

He actively promoted development schemes on 
behalf of Hollamby Estates, mn by his friend 
Julian Brearly, who was also his landlord, with¬ 
out declaring an interest, a court heard this week. 

Arrears 

Both men deny corruption charges at 
Maidstone Crown Court. 

Anthony Haycroft, prosecuting, said Brearly 
told his agents to write off Matthews’ rent 
arrears. At the time Matthews was a member of 
the city’s executive and had known Brearly’s fam¬ 
ily for a number of years. 

He spoke in favour of a number of projects 
including a plan to build a 50-room hotel on land 
owned by Heme Bay Golf Club, of which Brearly 
was a director, and the plan was passed. 

Mr Haycroft said: “The reason the rent was 
waived was to keep Cllr Matthews onside so he 
could help out with planning applications 
favourable to Mr Brearly. 

“No proceedings were taken against Cllr 
Matthews for recovery of arrears. 

“All the time Cllr Matthews was telling council 
officers he was ‘squeaky clean’. 

“He told them he paid rent to an agent. What he 
didn’t say was he wasn’t paying rent at all.” 

The case continues.

Scientists seek biological 
ways to beat fruit pests 


RESEARCHERS from across the county 
have teamed up to tackle pests and diseases 
that are crippling the stone fruit industry. 

Growers of cherries and plums will benefit 
from the new partnership, which aims to rid 
crops of aphids, brown rot and moths without 
the use of harmful pesticides. 

The five-year research project will be 
undertaken by a consortium of experts at 
East Mailing Research (EMR), the Medway- 
based Natural Resources Institute, the 
University of Kent at Canterbury, and the 
University of Warwick. 

Consortium chairman John Leigh- 
Pemberton said: “There have been long¬ 
standing difficulties discouraging commer¬ 
cial growers of stone fruits, including pests, 
disease, an over-reliance on pesticides, and 
weather conditions leading to fruit splitting. 

“However, the effects of climate change and 
the development of new varieties are promis¬ 
ing a much brighter future for reliable stone 
fruit production in the UK. 

“We have resolved several issues and can 
overcome fruit skins splitting, so all that is 
left is tackling frequent pests and diseases 


like more recent arrivals such as the light 
brown apple moth. 

“We are now focusing on biological controls, 
reducing the environmental impact of grow¬ 
ing these fruits, encouraging improved biodi¬ 
versity and meeting consumer demand.” 

Rather than develop new pesticides, the 
research team is looking at ways of turning 
pests’ lifecycles and habits against them. 

For example, the scientists realised that 
aphids were often transported to tree shoots 
by common black ants, which took advantage 
of the honeydew they produced, so one 
method being investigated is to exploit the 
ants to carry fungi that is harmless to them 
but will attack the aphids. 

Another pest that targets cherry crops is 
the light brown apple moth, which the team 
wants to beat by recreating its sex chemical. 

The research project is supported through 
the Horticultural Link programme, a joint 
initiative between the Department for 
Environment, Food and Rural Affairs and 
the Chemicals Regulation Directorate. It is 
also being backed by a wide range of indus¬ 
try partners.

New bonds on 
anniversary of 
China tragedy

TEN years ago this June, customs 
officers inspecting a lorry at 
Dover’s Eastern Docks made the 
most gruesome discovery of their 
careers. 

Instead of finding just boxes of tomatoes in 
the sealed container they were searching, 
they discovered the lifeless bodies of 58 
Chinese illegal immigrants who had per¬ 
ished on the five-hour trip from Zeebrugge to 
Dover. 

The victims had suffocated, with just two 
survivors able to tell the harrowing tale of 
how they desperately tried to claw their way 
out of the air-tight lorry on that fateful day of 
June 18, 2000. 

Manslaughter 

Less than a year later, in April, 2001, Dutch 
lorry driver Perry Wacker was found guilty of 
58 charges of manslaughter and four counts 
of conspiracy at Maidstone Crown Court. 

It was found he had closed the only air 
vent in the lorry to stop the immigrants 
being discovered. 

Wacker was sentenced to 14 years and his 
co-accused Ying Guo, from Essex, was jailed 
for six years for conspiring to bring illegal 
immigrants into Britain. 

Judge Alan Moses said the sentences could 
not truly reflect the tragedy of so many 
deaths. 

The disturbing incident has since been 
used as an example to highlight the evil 
criminal gangs who make money out of peo¬ 
ple smuggling. 

To mark the 10th anniversary, Kent 
Police’s Medway area commander Chief Supt 
Steve Corbishley is visiting Foshan in China 
to meet his counterparts who worked on the 
case with the Kent force. 

He was part of the massive police investi¬ 
gation that resulted in the conviction of 
Wacker. 

Working closely with Chinese colleagues in 
the UK and in China, he was also able to 
help identify those who had lost their lives

and returned the bodies to their families. 

Chief Supt Corbishley said: ‘Whilst I’m in 
China I have the opportunity to meet 
Chinese colleagues who worked with me 10 
years ago in a very traumatic investigation 
for everyone involved. 

“I hope my visit will help build a strong 
relationship between the two locations allow¬ 
ing the development of business, education¬ 
al and cultural exchange opportunities. 

“Whilst I’m proud to represent Medway, 
there will be a feeling of sadness as I reflect 
on the investigation in Dover and those who 
lost their lives in such tragic circumstances 
10 years ago.” 

High-tech X-ray machines and fibro-scope 
cameras are now used at Dover’s Eastern 
Docks for detecting contraband. 

The state-of-the-art kit can also seek out 
illegal immigrants hiding in vehicles. 

Similar technology, costing £15 million, is 
to be used in a pilot scheme in Calais to 
improve searches of vehicles and goods head¬ 
ing for Britain. 

Chief Supt Corbishley, who is also chair¬ 
man of the Medway Community Safety 
Partnership, will also be showing Chinese 
authorities the work being carried out to 
tackle crime in the UK as part of his visit. 

“There is great interest in the fantastic 
reductions we have achieved over the past 
year here in Medway,” he added.

Eastern and Coastal Kent 
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Credit scheme to help 
beat the loan sharks 


A COUNTY-wide credit union pro¬ 
viding a safer alternative to loan 
sharks has finally been launched, 
more than four months later than 
originally forecast. 

Kent Savers has been ready to begin trading 
since the end of October, but has only just been 
given the green light by the Financial Services 
Authority, which has been accused of being 
overly cautious in the wake of the recession. 

The union - which is a non-profit making 
body offering loans of between £500 and 
£5,000 - was officially launched at the Little 
Pebbles children’s centre in Gravesend, on 
Thursday. 

Chief officer John Fowler said the location 
had been specifically chosen to show families 
on low incomes that there is an alternative to 
borrowing money from loan sharks. 

He added: “Kent Savers is for everyone. We 
will have investment plans and loan rates 
which are competitive and we welcome people 
on low incomes.

TO MARK this Sunday’s 
International Women’s 
Day Kent Police have 
pointed to the huge strides 
they have taken to improve 
their employment rates of 
women. 

As of last month, Kent Police 
employed 1,036 female police offi¬ 
cers and 1,984 female staff - in 
March, 1978, the force employed 
230 female police officers. 

Chief Constable Michael Fuller 
said: “A modem responsive police 
service needs a range of opinions 
and experience that only a balanced 
workforce can provide. 

Variety 

“Since 1978, we have increased 
the number of female officers by 
more than 350 per cent. Women 
work across a variety of roles, such 
as forensics, emergency response, 
firearms and investigation.” 

The first female officers weren’t 
seen on Kent’s streets until 1916, 
when two policewomen were 
appointed in Folkestone to deal with 
an increase in prostitutes as World 
War One servicemen gathered 
there, waiting to deploy to Europe. 

By 1944, Barbara Mary Denis de 
Vitre became Kent’s first female 
inspector and by 1946, Kent had a 
sergeant and 17 police constables 
who were female. In 1951 the first 
female detective was appointed. 

Women usually left the force when 
they started their families. This 
changed in 1975 when the Sex 
Discrimination Act meant the 
Women’s Police Service ceased as a 
separate body and all police roles 
were open to women. 


Uniform was also an issue, but in 
the 1970s women were finally 
allowed to wear trousers, but only 
on night duty. 

Women were eventually allowed 
to work past 2am on shifts and, by 
the 1990s, were receiving equal pay. 

Today, Kent Police’s female offi¬ 
cers include one chief superintend¬ 
ent, five superintendents, 11 chief 
inspectors, 33 inspectors, 105 ser¬ 
geants, 814 PCs and 67 student con¬ 
stables. The highest-ranking officer 
is Det Chief Supt Debbie Doe. 

In September 2009, deputy Area 
Commander for North Kent, 
Superintendent Ali Roden flew 
to Seattle, America, to receive a 
prestigious award from the 
International Association of Women 
Police. She was awarded the Mary 
Jo Blahowski Leadership Award, 
after being crowned champion of the 
leadership category at the British 
Association for Women in Policing 
awards dinner in April 2009. 

Supt Roden is a strong advocate 
for diversity-related issues and is 
the current Chair of the Kent 
Network of Women, an internal sup¬ 
port group for all female members of 
staff. 

She said: “After 22 years service, I 
can honestly say that policing as a 
career choice is a fantastic one. I will 
certainly look back on winning the 
Mary Jo Blahowski Leadership 
Award as a career-defining moment. 

“The uniform was an issue and 
the changes were much welcomed. I 
no longer need an Inspector’s per¬ 
mission to wear trousers if it’s cold 
or snowing. I can’t tell you how diffi¬ 
cult it was to chase criminals and 
climb fences while wearing a skirt. 

“Also, we now have flexible work¬ 
ing policies, maternity and paterni¬ 


ty provision, which benefit all staff.” 

Det Supt Anne Brittain, head of 
forensic science, said: “Life in the 
police force used to be very different 
for women. Couples could not live 
together and you had to have per¬ 
mission to get married and buy a 
house. 

“I decided that if I was a police 
officer then I should do the same job 
as my male colleagues and not hide 
behind being a woman. While 
women are not as physically strong 
as men, they do have other advan¬ 
tages. As men did not generally hit 
female police officers, I was able to 
help diffuse incidents and negotiate 
more easily than my male col¬ 
leagues.” 

Ability 

Dr Vicki Harrington is the head 
of Corporate Development for the 
force, and the most senior female 
member of civilian police staff. 

She said: “Kent Police is a really 
good environment to work in. 

“I have not found it difficult being 
a woman working in the police serv¬ 
ice and I think gender is irrelevant. 
I think people have to demonstrate 
that they have the ability to do the 
job and can add value as an individ¬ 
ual and as part of a team.” 

Det Insp Tara Mitchell is a 
career progression inspector at Kent 
Police College. The mother of two 
said: “I was the first part-time detec¬ 
tive inspector to have an operational 
role and I helped pave the way in 
showing how part-time working can 
be successful if the right attitudes 
are adopted on both sides. 

“It’s a new path that is being trod, 
not just for Kent but all police forces 
and this is the key to progression of 
women professionally.”

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Law of the jungle sees 
‘gorilla’ tackle suspect

A BANANA-toting hero in a 
gorilla suit swung into action 
when he saw a policewoman in 
trouble. 

Andy Ingham, who was dressed up to help 
promote his new Canterbury gym Fit4Less 
to commuters, jumped in to help police catch 
a man they were chasing. 

Mr Ingham, 30, said: “I was at Canterbury 
East, where the footbridge is as you come 
over to the train station from the city wall. 

“We do ‘gorilla marketing 5 for the gym, so 
one of us - that afternoon it was me - wears 
a gorilla suit and a green vest and we hand 
out grab bags with information, a free guest 
pass and a banana.” 

Chased 

Unknown to Mr Ingham, police had been 
called to reports of a fight at the Tesco 
supermarket in Whitefriars just minutes 
before, at 3.20pm on Thursday, February 18. 

Security guards were already chasing a 
man through the bus station and along the 
city wall. 

The gym manager said: “We were just 
chatting to people when, all of a sudden, a 
police car tore up and a woman police officer 
jumped out. I had the gorilla suit on and my

hands full of bags as well. The police woman 
ran up the bridge and there was this guy 
running over the bridge. 

“The officer tried to arrest him, at which 
point he tried to resist - he grabbed her and 
slammed her into the side of the bridge. 


“Then the man started running towards 
us and the officer shouted, ‘assistance 
please’.” 

Police say the officer was pushed in the 
chest against the bridge railings, which 
are high above the busy Pin Hill dual-car¬ 
riageway. The policewoman was not seri¬ 
ously hurt. 

Mr Ingham said: “When you’re in the 
gorilla suit it’s quite hard to see. You have to 
hold someone’s hand as you walk along, oth¬ 
erwise you fall over. 

Apprehended 

“If I’d been able to see I would have rugby- 
tackled him, but I also had my hands full of 
bags. So as he ran towards me I jumped in 
front of him and gave him a really good kick 
in the legs to try and trip him up so someone 
else could jump on him. 

“He stumbled and nearly fell over and 
tried to run off down the road, at which 
point he was apprehended by the rest of the 
police officers and taken away.”

Helping fuel a 
cleaner future 

ACADEMICS from the University of Kent 
have been commended for innovative work in 
reducing the environmental impact of fossil 
fuels. 

The recognition came at 
the annual Rushlight 
awards, which celebrate 
British and Irish advance¬ 
ments in tackling the 
environmental challenges 
of the 21st century. 

Work carried out at the 
university, led by 
Professor Yong Yan, 
means power stations can 
now obtain technology to 
automatically detect types 
and grades of fuel they are 
burning. 

This means combustion conditions - or 
chemical reactions - are constantly optimised, 
resulting in a significant reduction in the 
greenhouse gas emissions. 

So effective is the new technology - which 
was piloted on Didcot and Tilbury power sta¬ 
tions - the university and industry experts are 
now looking to expand it globally. 

Prof Yan, who is director of research and pro¬ 
fessor of electronic instrumentation at the 
school of engineering and digital arts, was 
delighted their work had been recognised. 

“The Rushlight awards promote and cele¬ 
brate the leading energy, resource and envi¬ 
ronmental technologies and innovations 
throughout the UK and Ireland,” he said. 

He added the technology has increasingly 
significant international potential with the 
growing use of biomass and other low-quality 
fuels for power generation. 

The university is working alongside energy 
company RWE npower to ensure it is rolled 
out globally.

AS THE 70th anniversary of the Battle of Britain approaches, a Sikh fighter pilot has 
told how his life was saved by the padding in his turban after he was forced to crash- 
land his aircraft near Dover, writes Nick Ames. 

Squadron Leader Mohinder Singh Pujji, one of the few 
Indian ace flyers in the RAF, crashed-landed after his 
plane was badly damaged in a mid-air skirmish. 

But he managed to get his Hurricane down in one piece 
and the young flyer crash-landed near the White Cliffs of 
Dover, where rescuers pulled him from the wreckage, suf¬ 
fering from a bad head injury. 

Sqdn Ldr Pujji, now 91, said his specially-adapted tur¬ 
ban headgear - a requisite of his religion - even had his 
RAF wings sewn onto it. 

The turban acted as a cushion during the crash-land¬ 
ing, almost certainly preventing the young flyer’s death. 

He told of his daring wartime exploits ahead of the pub¬ 
lication of his memoirs - For King And Another Country 
- later this year. 

The RAF ace said: “The padding of my turban saved me. 

It was full of blood. I was taken to hospital, but after 
seven days was back to flying again. 

“In the fight a German bullet smashed into my dash¬ 
board and all my instruments were gone. Oil was pouring 
out of the engine and covered the windscreen. 

White Cliffs 

“I radioed for directions back to the nearest landing 
strip. I could see the Channel beneath me and it looked so 
cold -1 really didn’t want to bail out. I could see the White 
Cliffs and thought I would make it - then the landing 
strip appeared, with fire engines around it. 

“But as I put my landing gear down, fire took hold of the 
plane. Blood was pouring from my head, but the six feet 
of wound cloth of my turban saved me from worse impact 
injuries. People say, You claim this as you are a religious 
man’, but I really think it was the case. The aircraft was 
a total wreck. I was dragged out and heard voices say¬ 
ing, ‘He’s alive, he’s still alive’.” 

Sqdn Ldr Pujji’s turban was fitted so the ear¬ 
phones could go over the top - and he even carried 
a spare in his cockpit. He said: “I had a special 
strap made to hold my earphones. I used to carry 
a spare turban so I would have one if I got shot 
down. The Nazis created havoc. That’s why I felt 
I was fighting a just 
cause. I knew why war 
broke out and who 
Hitler was. 

“Britain went to war to 
save Europe and I went 
to war for Britain. I saw 
the people here and had 
admiration for them.” 

Sqdn Ldr Pujji is sur¬ 
rounded by wartime memora¬ 
bilia at his home in Gravesend. 

He signed up for military duty 
after responding to an advert declar¬ 
ing: ‘Pilots needed for RAF’ in an Indian 
newspaper. 

After learning to fly in 1937, he was one of 
only eight pilots from the Empire colony 
deemed good enough for fighter duties. 

Arriving in August, 1940, at the height of 
the Battle of Britain, the young officer flew 
countless missions against the Luftwaffe as 
German bombers and fighters flew sorties 
across southern England. 

He said: “Every day was a question of life 
and death. Every flight we made we weren’t 
sure we were going to come back. It’s a job 
which can’t easily be described, escorting 
convoys through the Channel, going over 
occupied countries looking out for enemies, 
escorting bombers and making intercep-

tions. In one minute we would have to be 
strapped in and up in the air, ready to 
meet enemy fighters. This was three 
to four times a day, throughout six 
months.” 

He had another lucky escape 
when he was shot down by 
ground fire from Rommel’s 
Afrika Korps in the western 
desert. 

He said: “I didn’t know what 
to do. I wasn’t on fire, I didn’t 
get hurt. I knew if I carried on 
north I would get to the 
Mediterranean, but any other 
direction I knew nothing. 

Distinction 

“I sat on top of my plane and 
after a while saw a cloud of dust. 
I didn’t mind who was picking me 
up, Germany or Britain. I started 
waving my shirt and luckily it was 
the British.” 

In all Sqdn Ldr Pujji saw action in five 
theatres of war - Europe, Africa, the Middle 
East, Palestine and Asia. He is the only 
man to hold that distinction. 

He finished the war in Burma but was 
invalided out of the RAF suffering from 
tuberculosis. After the war he resumed his 
career with Shell Oil before running an 
aerodrome for the Indian government. 

Sqdn Ldr Pujji, who was awarded the 
Distinguished Flying Cross for his bravery, 
made headlines last year after campaign¬ 
ing against the BNP. He was angered by 
party leader Nick Griffin’s use of the 
wartime Spitfire to symbolise Britishness.

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Retailer j oins bid 
to reduce waste

NEGOTIATIONS between 
Marks & Spencer and Kent 
County Council to reduce 
waste being dumped are at 
an advanced stage. 

The chain wants to slash the 
amount going into landfill sites. It has 
announced one initiative with 
Somerset and is expected to sign a 
deal with Kent later this year, it said. 

There will be four local authority 
recycling partnerships in all. 

It will enable councils to collect an 
extra 60,000 tonnes of recyclable 
material from six million people every 
year by 2015. 

Kent Waste Partnership is in 
advanced talks with M&S. 

These partnerships mark a signifi¬ 
cant step in delivering ‘closed loop’ 
recycling, as they will ensure that 
every year approximately 15,000 
tonnes of packaging waste will be 
diverted back into food packaging and 
reused by M&S. 

The remaining 45,000 tonnes will be 
sold to other packaging producers. 


MARKS& 

SPENCER 

KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter is also 
chairman of the Kent Partnership. He 
said: “By working with business to 
reduce the cost of packaging we are 
demonstrating our determination to 
provide residents with the best value 
for money.” 

Innovative 

Cllr Nick Chard, chairman of the 
Kent Waste Partnership and Cabinet 
Member for Waste at KCC, added: 
“This project makes a direct link 
between the packaging that retailers 
sell and the cost of its collection from 
the doorstep. The Kent Waste 
Partnership and M&S are determined 
to make it succeed.” 

Consumers will see more materials 
like plastic food and drink packaging 
collected from outside their homes. 

And for local authorities, the recy¬ 
cling capacity will be increased to 
ensure more recycling takes place. 

Dr Helene Roberts, Marks & 


Spencer’s head of packaging, said: 
“This pioneering project will change 
the face of recycling in the UK.” 

The company is calling it Plan A. 

Dr Roberts said: “Since the launch of 
Plan A in 2007 we’ve been making our 
packaging more sustainable. We’ve 
achieved a 16 per cent reduction in 
food packaging. 

“To make more of our packaging 
with recycled content, we need more 
materials collected at the kerbside. 

“We are tackling this by providing 
funding directly to the people who can 
make a difference - local authorities.” 

The plan has government backing 
too. Dan Norris, minister for rural 
affairs and environment, added: 
“Improvements in the management of 
packaging waste will require all parts 
of the chain to work collectively. This 
is a significant first step and I would 
encourage others to follow this lead.” 

• Waitrose has received an award for 
recycling waste food into energy from 
the Association for Organics Recycling. 

The anaerobic digestion system 
means all stores in Kent send waste 
food to be converted in to energy and 
fed in to the national grid. 

So far Waitrose has generated 400 
MWhrs of electricity, enough to boil 
almost eight million kettles.

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Hand of God owes it all to 
the leather ball of Newell

ARGENTINA’S national football 
team will have a Kent man to 
thank should they win their third 
World Cup later this year. 

Despite being one of the most powerful foot¬ 
ball nations on the planet, few people are 
aware that former Strood resident 
Isaac Newell was one of the first 
men to introduce a leather ball and 
a set of official rules to that part of 
South America. 

More than 100 years later and 
his legacy still lives on in super- 
stars such as Lionel Messi, Gabriel 
Heinze and current national team 
coach Diego Maradona - all of 
whom played for the club named in L 
his honour, Newell’s Old Boys. 

Born to Joseph 
Newell and Mary 
Goodger on April 24, 
1853, Isaac Newell 
grew up in Taylor’s 
Lane, Strood, where 
he lived until he was 
16, at which point he 
emigrated to 

Argentina. 

After sailing to the 
city of Rosario in the 
province of Santa Fe,

the teenager secured a job with the 
British-owned Central Argentine Railway 
after providing the firm with a letter of recom¬ 
mendation from his father. 

Its administrator, William Wheelwright, 
allowed him to become a railroad telegraphist 
- using Morse code to help train drivers and 
operators communicate with one another - 
while simultaneously training to become a 
teacher. Newell married his German partner 
Anna Jockinsen in 1876, which was also the 
same year their first son Claudio was bom. 

After completing his teacher training, 
Newell bought a property in 1884 and found¬ 
ed his own school, the Colegio Comercial

Anglicano Argentino. That same year he pro¬ 
cured one of the country’s first leather balls 
and a set of official rules, and introduced sport 
as a part of the school’s day-to-day syllabus. 

The popularity of football increased dramat¬ 
ically as a result, and on November 3,1903, a 
group of former stu¬ 
dents - including 
Newell’s son Claudio 
- founded Newell’s 
Old Boys in his hon¬ 
our. Later nicknamed 
the Lepers in refer¬ 
ence to a leprosy 
charity match in the 
1920s, the club even 
chose the colours of 
red (from the St 
George’s Cross) and 
black (from the 
German flag) in 
recognition of 
Newell and his 
wife. The team has 
since won the 
Argentine champi¬ 
onship five times 
as well as a friend¬ 
ly tournament in 
1988 that also fea¬ 
tured Manchester 
United, AC Milan, Juventus and Real 
Madrid. It has also produced such world- 
class performers as Gabriel Batistuta, Abel 
Balbo and Ariel Ortega. 

However, Newell did not live to see any of 
his team’s triumphs. He died on October 16, 
1907, aged 54.

Surgical giant 
earns a stamp 
of approval 


ONE of Britain’s most renowned scientists, 
who spent his retirement on the east Kent 
coast, is commemorated in a new set of 
Royal Mail stamps. 

Joseph Lister went on to become Baron 
Lister of Lyme Regis for his work in medi¬ 
cine, particularly infections and antiseptics. 

He built on the work of the famed Louis 
Pasteur and in 1867 developed liquids to 
sterilise surgical instruments. 

He used phenol, known as carbolic acid, 
which until then was only used to mask the 
smell of sewage. He is widely regarded as 
one of England’s greatest surgeons and pro¬ 
moted the idea of sterile surgery. 

Previously surgeons believed infections 
were caused by ‘poor air’ and didn’t clean 
themselves or their instruments before 
operations. 

Lister discovered the use of carbolic acid 
to sterilise everything in an operating the¬ 
atre, greatly reducing the number of infec¬ 
tions, particularly gangrene. 

He even used his new ‘miracle liquid’ to 
clean wounds, which again dramatically 
reduced the risk of infection. Lister also 
ordered a change of the material used to 
make surgical instruments, because wood¬ 
en handles harboured bacteria. 

When Lister retired from surgery he 
moved to his country house at Walmer 
Castle, near Deal, in 1893. 

He served as a president of the Royal 
Society from 1895 to 1900. He died on 
February 10,1912, in Walmer, aged 84. 

Listerine mouthwash was named after 
Lister. His name was also lent to the listeria 
bacteria, which usually affects food. 

He is one of 10 stamps featuring Royal 
Society figures, whose portraits are paired 
with dramatic and colourful imagery repre¬ 
senting their achievements. 

Other scientific giants on the set of 10 first 
class stamps include Sir Isaac Newton, 
Benjamin Franklin and computer pioneer 
Charles Babbage. The stamps mark the 
350th anniversary of The Royal Society.

Hundreds of fans queued to get 
a glimpse of the performer, who 
chatted and signed autographs. 

Donovan presents a regular 
Sunday night show on Heart - 
previously Invicta FM - and was 
joined at Tuesday’s event by 
drive-time host Neil Kefford. 

It was the start of a long day 
for the star. He is appearing in 
the musical Priscilla Queen of 
the Desert, in London’s 
Shaftesbury Avenue, and is 
starting rehearsals for his role in 
the touring version of Jeff 
Wayne’s War Of The Worlds. 

It takes in a host of arena dates 
later this year and next - includ¬ 
ing a show at the 02 Arena in 
Greenwich. 

Speaking exclusively to this 
newspaper, Donovan revealed 
what he believes is the secret to 
a career which has now 
stretched over 20 years. 

He explained: “One could argue you need to have a lit¬ 
tle bit of talent to last this long. But you need a lot of 
luck along the way and I work very hard. I don’t finish 
work today, for example, until 11.30pm. 

“The essence of it is a love for the craft of singing, act¬ 


ing and performing. I still love that side of it. It’s a lot of 
hard work and a highly pressured job. I cope with that 
thanks to a great family.” 

And he admits he enjoys trips to Kent when he gets 
the chance to visit from his west London home. 

He said: “I’ve been here lots. I’d 
like to spend more quality time 
here, but my main base is 
London. I do have connections 
with Ashford through my family 
but I haven’t spent much time 
there.” 

Donovan shot to fame as Scott 
Robinson in Neighbours with his 
on-screen relationship with Kylie 
Minogue developing off it too. 

After securing three number 
one hits in the late 1980s, his 
career nosedived after he suc¬ 
cessfully sued The Face maga¬ 
zine when they suggested he was 
gay. He was tagged homophobic - 
a claim he always denied - and 
later admitted taking the court 
action was one of the biggest mis¬ 
takes of his life. 

In the mid-1990s he suffered 
an addiction to cocaine and 
cannabis. He has now been clean 
for 10 years and returned to the 
nation’s screens recently when he featured in ITVl’s 
I’m A Celebrity ... Get Me Out Of Here. He releases a 
new album in September.

Fostering - the greatest gift 


Matthew Huqqins sav s 
it takes just one person 
to change a child’s life 


THIS week I began my 
last year of my twenties. 

This seems to be significant by 
the nature and size of my friends’ 
celebrations of their 30th birth¬ 
days, and I’ve often wondered why 
the transition into the third 
decade merits such a celebration. 

On my 30th birthday, I imagine 
I will suddenly be given the keys 
to a safe that opens up new 
avenues in life - maybe the 
secrets to understanding life a lit¬ 
tle more. Whatever it brings, this 
year will be the last when people 
can call me a ‘young person’ with¬ 
out sounding patronising or blind. 

Despite my success and having 
a job that I love, the one thing I 
know I will do in my thirties is 
have children. Of course, I have to 
find a partner who can put up 
with my chaos and mess. But the 
second most powerful thing a 
human can do is give life to anoth¬ 
er and provide the unconditional 
love, opportunities and support to 
allow them to be the best they can 
be. What would be the most pow¬ 
erful thing a human can give? 

Looking back on my childhood 
I am grateful for getting to 29 and 
thankful to the people that have 
helped get me here. Growing up 
in care can be like playing the lot¬ 
tery - the type of care you receive 
depends on where and who you 
land with, very little of which is 
by choice. If you land in a chil¬ 
dren’s home your hopes of getting 
a good education and leaving care 
with the best possible start in life 


is likely to be less than if you 
grew up in a foster home. You are 
more likely to end up in prison, 
homeless or a drug addict. I lived 
in some bad children’s homes as a 
child - but I was lucky to have 
lived in an extremely good one, 
the Caldecott Foundation. 

What was special about 
Caldecott was not just the mag¬ 
nificent Kent countryside that 
surrounded it. It was the people. 
Just like teachers at school, you 
only remember the really great 
ones or the very bad ones. It was 
all the staff at Caldecott, my 
school and the community living 
all over Kent that showed me I 
was cared about - and could be 
whoever I wanted to be. 

When you talk to care leavers 
they tell you that it was usually 
one significant person that 
changed their life, that showed 
them the way to go and the skills 
they needed to get there. I was 
lucky to have many people like 
that during my four years in 
Kent. It was because of these peo¬ 
ple that I didn’t end up in prison 
or homeless. For other children in 
care they don’t always get to meet 
that one person. There are more 


than 60,000 children in care in 
England, of which over 1,400 are 
in Kent. The sad fact is that 
despite having the same potential 
as your own children, most of 
them will leave care without any 
or few qualifications, and strug¬ 
gling to survive in adult life. 

Try and imagine this. You are a 
child who has suffered neglect, 
abuse or trauma through no fault 
of your own. The parents, who 
you still love, are not able to take 
care of you and you are placed in 
a residential home with a group 
of other children you don’t know - 
or necessarily like. 

You have staff that take care of 
you that come and go, and all 
your classmates know you’re 
from the local children’s home 
and call you names. Over 20 pro¬ 
fessionals are involved in your life 
from social workers, to specialists 
and police, and it is near impossi¬ 
ble to make yourself heard - let 
alone enjoy your life. You move 
from place to place, sometimes up 
to eight or 10 times, having to 
meet new people and make new 
friends. You leave school without 
qualifications and with little hope 
for the future, desperate for some¬ 



one to provide you with the 
answers - but more than that, 
you’re just desperate for someone 
to love you. 

Now imagine that child, instead 
of growing up like this, becomes 
part of your family. You teach 
them to laugh again and that 
they have a brain they can use. 

Through your support they 
learn to trust again. By allowing 
them to be part of your family 
you teach them to respect those 
around them. Most of all you 
show them that they are cared 
about - and because of this, they 
are more likely to be the person 
they can and want to be. To foster 
a child is the most powerful thing 
a person can do - the challenge of 
the experience isn’t the most 
powerful part of it. It is the differ¬ 
ence a foster carer makes to a 
child’s life - and that can be the 
difference between life and death 
for some children. But for most it 
will simply be the chance to live 
life to its frill potential.

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We’ll spring into action 

The coldest and wettest winter for years has 
caused huge damage to Kent’s roads. 

Potholes and broken road surfaces are the 
unavoidable result of the exceptionally long 
periods of sub-zero temperatures experienced 
in Kent and other parts of the country this 
winter, combined with the constant freezing, 
thawing, refreezing and very heavy rainfall. 

However, along with other local authorities, 
we are preparing for action. We know what 
needs to be done. Right at the start of the 
year I announced an extra £1 million-£2m 
spending on a major pothole repair blitz 
when the weather conditions are right. 

Plans for this are well advanced. This 
money can be increased substantially if need¬ 
ed to complete the job properly. 

I ask you to be patient because we cannot 
hit the task as hard as we would like until 
the winter is over and the weather improves. 

Right now the road structures are affected 
by permafrost and a very high water table. 
This is not stopping us doing thousands of 
emergency temporary repairs, particularly for 
safety reasons. We have over 60 crews out 
doing this every day now. 

But the pothole repair blitz I am talking 
about will see a much larger army of mainte¬ 
nance crews mobilised in the spring to carry 
out a comprehensive programme of perma¬ 
nent repairs which will stand the test of time. 

I want to see quality workmanship on 
Kent’s roads. I want to see this extra money 
delivered as far as possible by local small and 
medium-sized firms who have given us com¬ 
petitive prices. 

The work will be on a ‘find and fix’ tradi¬ 
tional piecework basis to agreed quality stan¬ 
dards, providing real incentives to hard-work¬ 
ing, properly-equipped crews to maximise the 
jobs they can finish in a day. 

Too much public expenditure in recent 
years has been wasted by the fashion for 
long-term ‘partnering’ contracts with the big 
companies. These big boys have often not 
delivered quality and value for money

It is irrelevant where and when the exten¬ 
sion to Peter Gilroy’s employment with 
KCC was originally brokered.

2006 and handling a budget of hundreds 
of millions each year must be considered a 
highly important role.

It will create a smidgen of respect, once 
more, in the workings of local government 
and will also assist, again in a very small 
way, to the lack of binding KCC is facing. 

There are many roads in the county 
where money needs to be spent right now 
before yet more drivers experience dam¬ 
aged tyres and wheels.

Let’s give cash back 

Kent Police Authority has worked hard to 
find savings, and policing is probably now 
delivered more efficiently in Kent than in 
almost any other area of the country. 

However, I agree with the two criticisms of 
Kent Police Authority which Terry Hudson 
made in your paper two weeks ago. 

First, I do not believe that we should have 
increased our allowances by up to 45per cent 
in September, 2008.1 voted against that 
increase. I also refused to accept it. 

Second, I do not believe we need to hold so 
much taxpayers’ money, some of which KCC 
kept invested in Icelandic banks. 

I agree that we should maintain a mini¬ 
mum cash reserve of £5m-10m, or at least two 
per cent of the revenue budget for Kent Police, 
as a contingency to meet any unexpected 
costs. However, I oppose our policy of holding 
additional cash reserves of £25m-plus. 

Any organisation will have certain liabili¬ 
ties it is likely to have to meet in the future 
and, of course, it should record, or ‘accrue’, 
those in its accounts. However, we do not 
need to raise council tax to match these 
accruals with a permanent cash pile of £25m 
plus which earns very little interest. 

What is this cash pile for? No-one has ever 
given me a sensible answer. We need to raise 
money from council tax payers to pay out 
police wages and supplier invoices, etc, and I 
am happy for us to hold up to £5m-10m on 
top of this ‘just in case’, but we should give 
the rest back to council tax payers.

Forecast in sorry state 

Why can’t the Met Office apologise when they 
get it wrong? On Radio Kent on Sunday, 
February 21, they said at 7.30am and 9.30am 
that the maximum temperature on Monday 
would be 11 degrees. 

At 10.30am and 4pm they said it would be 
nine degrees, yet at 8.30am on Monday morn¬ 
ing they said only four or five degrees! So in a 
day they reduced the temperature by more 
than half. I phoned Radio Kent at about 
8.45am on Monday and asked for an apology 
on the 11.30am forecast but none was forth¬ 
coming. But the Met Office never seem to 
admit they are wrong, do they? 

This happens all the time. For example, on 
Wednesday, February 17, at 3.30pm they said 
that the overnight low would be three or four 
degrees above but at 5.30pm they said only 
one or zero degrees. 

The early morning presenter on Radio Kent 
said that when he had driven into work the 
temperature was only minus four degrees. So 
forecasting a mere 12-hours ahead they were 
seven degrees out! 

But although I listen to several forecasts a 
day I heard no apology or admission of error. 
Isn’t it time that the Meteorological Office 
came clean about its inaccuracies? Why can’t 
they compare forecast with actual weather 
for (say) 30 stations across the UK? 

The stations should be chosen by someone 
outside the Met Office. They could produce an 
average percentage of actual to forecast, say 
60-75 per cent right. Then we would know 
how much faith to put in the forecasts. 
Millions of pounds of public money go into 
the forecasting so the taxpayer is entitled to 
know what value he is getting for his money.

As regards, the so-called Emailgate and 
Himalayan glaciergate sagas, yes they were 
embarrassing, but they are just the occasion¬ 
al human errors that can creep in to such 
research. The IPCC (Intergov Panel) must do 
better though and they are addressing this 
now before their next report in 2014. 

However, none of this goes against the many 
thousands of reports from across a wide 
range of scientific disciplines that all concur 
that man-made climate change is a reality. 

Finally, I point out that the low-carbon sec¬ 
tor in the UK is already valued at £100 bil¬ 
lion by the CBI so further increases in this 
can help make the changes needed. 

The latest news about fuel cell technology 
from the USA, from a company in 
California and called the ‘Boombox’, could if 
coupled with renewable energy input, be 
carbon-neutral, so could potentially provide 
homes and businesses around the world 
with green energy.

Yet another film 
full of magic 

PERCY JACKSON & THE LIGHTNING THIEF (PG) 

HARRY Potter has got a lot to 
answer for. 

Because the little chap with the big wand, a 
penchant for magical adventures with his 
chums, and unusual upbringing, has proved 
such a runaway success that the hunt for a 
worthy successor is never ending. 

So today, if a children’s fantasy book even 
hints at a bit of generational crossover appeal, 
there is someone with a large chequebook and 
an eager producer, ready to transform the 
thing for paper and ink into celluloid and box 
office excitement. 

Now, maybe I’m doing this particular film a 
disservice by aligning it too closely with Potter 
and his Hogwarts adventures. But Percy 
Jackson & The Lightning Thief is so similar in 
basic structure, it is hard to truly distinguish 
between the two. 

For the unaware, Percy is big business in the 
literary world, with author Rick Riordan sell¬ 
ing millions of his adventures. 

Without giving very much away, young mas¬ 
ter Jackson is the offspring of Poseidon. Yes, 
the Greek god of the sea. Who else? Which 
means he is rather a dab hand with water. 

Upon discovering he is heir to a ruddy great 
trident and the devotion of fish the world over, 
he goes off to Hogwarts, sorry, I mean Greek 
god offspring training camp, where he meets 
lots of other youngsters whose mother or 
father is best known for inspiring some rather 
impressive statues. 

And you can see where this going right from 
the outset. He meets a male and female friend 
and off they go for a string of adventures. 
During which they find themselves going face- 
to-face with the likes of Medusa and lots of big 
scary monsters. 

I admit to being a big Potter fan. I also admit 
that when I saw the first couple of Potter films 
I thought they were light, wishy-washy and 
failed to pack the emotional punch the books 
achieve. So I hesitate to knock the books on 
which these films were based, but certainly I 
suspect the situation here may be replicated. 

All I do know is that my children thought the 
film a real blast and as they are the primary 
audience, that is really the key thing. 

It’s not without appeal to parents; the effects 
are impressive, and no aspect of the adventure 
continues for long enough to become too irri¬ 
tating. Indeed, the storyline whips along at a 
fair pace, but as a result, nothing really stands 
up to examination. We flit from challenge to 
challenge until, bizarrely, we encounter Steve 
Coogan playing Hades. And Steve Coogan 
plays Hades like a beardless Saxondale. 

With further books in the series ready to be 
developed, and a predominantly American 
youth audience weaned on them, the chances 
are we will see Percy back on the big screen 
before too long. 

Just don’t expect it to really deliver anything 
other than the most functional of experiences. 
Unless, of course, you’re under 15. 


CINEMA 

ALICE IN WONDERLAND (PG) 

COMBINING a unique aesthetic, conjured 
from his twisted imagination, with dark 
humour and heartfelt emotion, Tim Burton 
has remained a visionary in a sea of profit- 
driven conformity. 

Johnny Depp has been a regular collabora¬ 
tor during the past two decades, and the 
Oscar-nominated actor gets top billing in this 
wild re-imagining of Lewis Carroll’s book. 

Burton’s descent down the rabbit hole is a 
characteristically eye-catching and quixotic 
journey of self-discovery in a world where 
anything can, and probably will, happen. 

Fans of the director’s earlier work will 
recognise his thumbprints on the grotesque 
character design, and the colourful sets, many 
of which are rendered digitally. 

However, the action-oriented narrative 
owes rather a lot to The Golden Compass and 
the Narnia films in terms of the imagery and 
plot developments. 

Curiouser and curiouser... 

Alice In Wonderland screens in 3D in select¬ 
ed cinemas and the technology works best at 
the beginning of the film, when Alice tumbles 
down the rabbit hole and objects fly at the 
screen, compelling us to duck and dive. 

On the whole, Burton’s vision loses very lit¬ 
tle in traditional 2D. 

The visuals are stunning, as you would 
expect, but characterisation is weak, and 
Depp’s turn as the Mad Hatter is one bout of 
lunacy too far. 

CRAZY HEART (15) 

JEFF Bridges seems destined, undeservedly, 
to win the Academy Award as Best Actor In A 
Leading Role for his turn as a washed up 
singer, who lives by the bottle. 

Written and directed by Scott Hooper, 
Crazy Heart is this year’s The Wrestler, fol¬ 
lowing a self-destructive has-been on the slow 
and painful road to redemption. 

The leading man’s portrayal of a drunkard, 
who vomits profusely before a concert at a 
bowling alley and has to rescue his fallen 
spectacles from the steaming mess, doesn’t 
earn our sympathy with ease. 

Bridges’ character brings suffering upon 
himself and the people around him, and in 
one of the film’s pivotal sequences, he man¬ 
ages to lose a young child in his care because 
he is tempted by the promise of a cheeky 
afternoon drink. 

Yet through an unlikely romance, we are 
able to glimpse the tenderness and sadness in 
this pitiful man, and will him to complete a 
stint in rehab. 

Sexual chemistry between Bridges and his 
opposite, Maggie Gyllenhaal, is palpable but 
her character is extremely wary of the sozzled 


celebrity; she has a young son to protect, and 
she cannot let men gatecrash her life. 

The singer gets under her skin, and she 
opens her heart to the possibility of love, but 
she must compete with his love for Jack 
Daniels. 

Crazy Heart hinges on the spark between 
Bridges and Gyllenhaal, and the two actors 
generate plenty of heat as their characters 
blunder through a romance that depends 
entirely on Bad’s sobriety. 

Bridges delivers a compelling performance 
as a talented songwriter who has almost 
supped away his talent, and he is matched by 
Gyllenhaal’s emotionally raw portrayal of a 
lonely woman, heading for the kind of 
heartache that would inspire Bad to write 
one of his songs. If only he could see straight. 

Thankfully, T-Bone Burnett and Stephen 
Bruton’s original music is note perfect, 
including the Oscar-nominated song The 
Weary Kind, that should take away the gold¬ 
en statuette on the night. 

CASE 39 (15) 

SOME people are just too good to be true. 
That’s certainly the case in horror films - the 
person least likely to wield an axe with mur¬ 
derous intent invariably turns out to be the 
raging psychopath with evil in their heart. 

And it’s also true for Christian Alvart’s ludi¬ 
crous, supernatural yam. In truth, Case 39 
should have bypassed the big screen entirely 
and debuted on DVD because there is little 
here to shock or scare audiences.

Yesteryear’s sci-fi bloodbath Pandorum was 
a disappointment, and Case 39 suffers a 
worse fate: It is a predictable bore. 

Social worker Emily Jenkins and Detective 
Mike Barron are called to an address where a 
little girl is believed to be in danger. 

Breaking into the property, the do-gooders 
discover Keith Sullivan and his wife 
Margaret attempting to roast their chembic 
10-year-old daughter Lillith in the oven. 

Thankfully, they rescue the tyke from a 
very public grilling in the nick of time. 

Emily is strangely moved by Lillith’s plight 
and, breaking all of the rules, she allows the 
girl to stay under her roof, offering the young¬ 
ster the love and support she has never had. 

Alas, the social worker soon notices changes 
in the girl’s behaviour, with leads to an attack 
on Emily and Lillith in their home. As the 
strange disturbances become more violent, 
Emily wonders if the Sullivans might have 
had good reason to want to slow roast their 
offspring. Case 39 won’t surprise anyone, 
apart from Renee Zellweger’s wannabe mom, 
who seems genuinely startled by the demon¬ 
ic killer in her midst. 

Director Alvart provides the requisite num¬ 
ber of shocks as his angel of death goes on the 
rampage, but we anticipate every jolt, com¬ 
pounded by Michl Britsch’s soundtrack.

MONDAY, MARCH 8 

POINTLESS: For those who didn’t catch the 
first series of this rather addictive quiz, it sees 
question master Alexander Armstrong giving 
the contestants a category which was already 
put to 100 people, and they have to come up 
with the most obscure answer they can think 
of. The aim of the game is to score as low as 
possible, and the ultimate accolade is to get a 
‘pointless’ answer. 

As well as giving trivia nuts a chance to 
show off, it also offers a fascinating insight into 
the British public’s surprisingly eclectic areas 
of specialist knowledge. The last series proved 
we’re strong on English race courses and the 
Greek alphabet, but not so hot on the movies 
of Angelina Jolie. So much for us all being 
obsessed with celebrity. (BBC Two, 4.30pm) 

THE GOOD WIFE: Our colonial cousins across 
the pond are crazy about tales on down-on- 
their-luck mothers returning to the workplace 
to provide for their children when their hus¬ 
bands are killed, jailed or whatever, and it 
turns out we Brits are too. 

For those not in the know, The Good Wife 
sees former ER star Julianna Margulies play 
Alicia Florrick, a wife and mother whose life is 
turned upside down when her husband is 
involved in a public sex scandal that lands him 
in prison. Rising above the betrayal, Alicia 
returns to work as a defence attorney. 

In tonight’s episode, love might be in the air 
as Alicia represents the daughter of one of the 
partners at the law firm, and finds herself 
attracted to a colleague. (Channel 4,10pm) 

TUESDAY, MARCH 9 

SIDEKICK STORIES: Batman has Robin, Dr 
Who has an assistant, and Sherlock Holmes 
has Dr Watson, so there’s no denying that side- 
kicks play an important part in battling bad¬ 
dies in the world of film and TV. 

But, it’s safe to say we’ll all agree that these 
stooges never get the recognition they deserve. 

In a long overdue tribute, ex-Dr Who assis¬ 
tant Catherine Tate narrates this intriguing 
one-off film, which takes a look at television’s 
nearlymen - the sidekicks. 

For once, the spotlight is on those who con¬ 
stantly stand in the shadow of their more pop¬ 
ular companions and this programme tells the 
story of the many unsung heroes who quietly 
go about saving the world, while their part¬ 
ners are left to bask in the adoration of the 
audience.

Supporting her dream are her camp friend 
Jeff and down-to-earth workmate, Nell, but 
her no-nonsense grandmother has absolutely 
no understanding of her all-consuming aspira¬ 
tion. (BBC Three, 10.30pm) 

WEDNESDAY, MARCH 10 

INSIDE JOHN LEWIS: Mention the name 
John Lewis to anybody, and chances are what 
springs to mind is a rather swanky depart¬ 
ment store, which has been providing the 
more affluent among us with all manner of 
goods since 1864. 

Back then, the only outlet was on London’s 
Oxford Street and focused solely on drapery. 
The company grew when it took over a second 
shop in Sloane Street, and in 1920, the original 
Mr Lewis’ son founded the John Lewis 
Partnership, which expanded further in 1940 
by purchasing the Selfridge Provincial Stores. 

Oxford Street remains the firm’s flagship 
store, and was refurbished three years ago at 
a cost of £60 million. 

You might think that, in the midst of the 
worst recession in living memory, John Lewis 
would now be feeling the pinch. But it seems

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not. So, how has this household favourite man¬ 
aged to survive in a climate that has wrecked 
the futures of so many others? This documen¬ 
tary aims to find out. (BBC Two, 9pm) 

DESPERATE HOUSEWIVES: Now, what did 
we tell you? That’s right, it would turn out that 
Danny Bolen was not responsible for the 
attack on Julie - merely because Susan 
always jumps to conclusions that turn out not 
to be true. 

Sure enough, that was the case once again. 
Now Susan believes Katherine is the mystery 
assailant. But has she learned her lesson 
about finding concrete evidence before spread¬ 
ing gossip? Probably not. After all, her mouth 
is usually in gear long before her brain is. It 
also sounds too preposterous to be true - a 
good, solid person, herself a mother of a young 
woman Julie’s age, going attacking people out¬ 
side their own homes. (Channel 4,10pm) 

THURSDAY, MARCH 11 

MICHELIN STARS - THE MADNESS OF 
PERFECTION: In 1900, Andre Michelin pub¬ 
lished the first edition of the Michelin Guide to 
help drivers maintain their cars, and find decent 
lodging and food while driving around France. 

In the following 110 years, the Michelin 
guide has evolved to become the bible of fine 
dining around the world, with any restaurant 
worth its salt busting a gut to get their name 
into the prestigious red book. But, as this pro¬ 
gramme demonstrates, inclusion in the 
Michelin Guide is no easy feat as the pressure 
of striving to attain culinary perfection can be 
overwhelming. In this intriguing documen¬ 
tary, William Sitwell investigates the passions 
and pressures attached to being a Michelin- 
starred chef. (BBC Two, 9pm) 

TOO POOR FOR POSH SCHOOL? Harrow is 
one of Britain’s few remaining all-boys board¬ 
ing schools. It’s also expensive - sending your 
son there for a year will set you back an eye¬ 
watering £28,000. 

However, multimillionaire businessman and 
former Harrovian Peter Beckwith has estab¬ 
lished a means-tested scholarship aimed at 
families who wouldn’t normally be able to 
send their children to the establishment. 

As well as paying up to full fees for the 
length of the pupil’s Harrow career, it also 
includes two additional years in a prep school, 
bringing its value close to £200,000, but only 
two boys can qualify every year, and the selec¬ 
tion process takes place over a single day. 

Here, cameras follow not only three young¬ 
sters who are hoping to make the grade as 
they undergo a relentless day of tests and 
interviews, but also the parents, who are anx¬ 
iously awaiting the results. (Channel 4, 9pm) 

FRIDAY, MARCH 12 

THE MENTALIST: In this latest episode, the 
body of lawyer Gordon Hodges is found at the 
side of a road. You would think the dead man’s 
wife is surprised, but not a bit of it. She reveals 
that her spouse was a lawyer with one client - 
notorious biker club the Sinner Saints. 

It turns out Hodges had recently been bust¬ 
ed for possession of drugs, but the charges 
were dropped, begging the question: was this 
in exchange for informing on his clients? 

When Jane and Lisbon visit the Saints to 
learn more, they meet their enigmatic leader 
Von McBride, who rejects the notion that 
Hodges was an informant - which suggests 
the killer may be closer to home than original¬ 
ly imagined. (Five, 9pm) 

CHRIS MOYLES’ QUIZ NIGHT: Each week, a 
new panel of famous faces takes on the Radio 
One breakfast show presenter. 

Celebrities hope to show off their knowledge 
and quip their way to the illustrious top spot 
on the leader board. This week, Moyles is 
joined by Billie Piper, Dale Winton and WBA 
Heavyweight champion David Haye. 

For those unfamiliar with the show’s format, 
each celebrity will be playing for their fans in 
the audience, but the share of the cash prize 
depends on how many people back the win¬ 
ning contestant. Here, 34 per cent of the audi¬ 
ence thinks Chris will top the leader board. 
(Channel 4,10pm) 


“I’VE been doing this for 52 years 
and I plan on doing it until I kick 
the bucket ” says actress Debbie 
Reynolds defiantly. 

“I don’t plan to retire. I love my audience and 
they love me back.” 

Ms Reynolds has been in 60 movies, includ¬ 
ing much-loved golden era classics like Singin’ 
in the Rain and The Unsinkable Molly Brown. 

Now in her 70s, she’s still going strong. “I 
work 42 weeks a year,” she says. This year’s 
project is a one-woman variety show which will 
tour 15 UK theatres in the spring. 

Among them is Tunbridge Wells’ Assembly 
Hall in April. 

“I want to give the audience a good time 
because these are hard times,” she says. “I do a 
two-hour show with Gershwin songs and 
Count Basie and Cab Calloway. I do a tribute to 
Judy Garland who was a good friend of mine.” 

Ms Reynolds also promises a lot of singing, 
dancing, impressions, film clips and bloopers of 
all the greats. “And,” she adds, “it’s very funny. 

“All the Gabor sisters were friends of mine 
and in the act, I have Zsa Zsa Gabor advising 
Paris Hilton on how not to get arrested for slap¬ 
ping a policeman.” 

Zsa Zsa Gabor was at one time married to 
Paris’ great grandfather, and like Paris, spent 
time in jail. 

In the course of her career, Ms Reynolds has 
danced with both Gene Kelly and Fred Astaire: 
“They were both great in their own way. Fred 
was more balletic, ballroom. Gene was more of 
a man’s man dancer.” 

Talk of Kelly in particular stirs up memories 
of Singin’ In The Rain. 

“I’ve just finished reading a book on the mak¬ 
ing of Singin’ in the Rain. It’s always interest¬ 
ing to read anything about yourself. I had a lot 
to learn and Gene Kelly was a task master and 
he taught me well. But at the time I was crying 
and got upset.” She has been quoted as saying 
Singin’ In the Rain and child birth were the 
most difficult experiences of her life. 

The impressions were what launched Ms 
Reynolds’ career - she won a beauty contest at 
the age of 16 by impersonating Betty Hutton. 
She continued to work on the skill, even enlist¬ 
ing the help of her targets: “I made a picture 
called The Catered Affair with Bette Davis and 
I was always impersonating her. She would 
say: ‘Do me bigger. That’s not good enough’ and 
she would work with me on it. And I worked 
with Mae West - she was really good to me.” 

Ms Reynolds is definitely an impression con¬ 
noisseur, and in the course of the interview she 
switches voices regularly. 

She says (in a New York drawl): “I like doing 
Barbara Streisand because she talks like a 
New Yorker, but when she sings, she sings per¬ 
fectly.” I am reminded of a collector who wants 
to bring my attention to the particular beauties 
of each treasure. 

Another favourite voice is James Stewart: 
“Jimmie Stewart had a special way of talking,” 
she says, describing the work they did together 
on the epic family saga How The West Was 
Won. “He loved one song in that movie so I 
would always call him and sing to him.” 

Another aspect of Ms Reynolds life is her col¬ 
lection of movie memorabilia: “I started collect¬ 
ing in 1970 and it’s now the largest permanent 
collection in the world. I plan on building a 



museum.” She has more than 4,000 costumes 
from the silent era right up until the present 
day. She reels off a list of iconic pieces: “I’ve the 
gingham dress from The Wizard of Oz, and 
Grace Kelly’s clothes from To Catch a Thief. 
The guitar from The Sound of Music. 

“The white subway dress is my favourite, but 
I’ve 19 of Marilyn’s dresses.” 

And is there anything she would like to own?

Rate change good 
news for nurseries 
and young pupils 


T HERE is to be more funding for 
the county’s nurseries to ensure 
young pupils get the best possi¬ 
ble start to their education. 

Kent County Council said nurseries and pre¬ 
schools will be able to take advantage of a new 
fairer funding system that rewards those who 
provide a top quality service. 

The authority has pledged an extra £1.3 million 
to early years providers that offer free education 
and childcare for three and four-year-olds. 

The change will come into effect from April and 
means the county’s 750 private, voluntary and inde¬ 
pendent providers will be paid a higher hourly rate. 

Currently all of these providers are paid the 
same hourly flat rate, regardless of their costs, 
and the council’s nursery units that operate in 
primary schools were paid at a different rate. 

The changes mean treating all providers 
equally if their circumstances are similar, but 
recognising differences, such as better qualified 
staff, by paying higher rates. 

Under the Government scheme, all providers 
receive the new basic flat rate, which is higher than

the current rate, the council said. Providers can 
qualify for up to three extra payments on top of the 
basic rate if they have qualified staff, are judged by 
Ofsted to provide an improving, good or outstand¬ 
ing service, or if the children they support come 
from areas of social and economic disadvantage. 

Cllr Sarah Hohler, cabinet member for children, 
families and education, said: “There has been 
some concern in other parts of the country about 
the effect of these changes on council-run nursery 
schools. As a result, the Government decided to 
delay the legal deadline for changing the funding 
scheme but is allowing councils to start in April as 
planned if they are ready. 

“Kent County Council has worked closely with a 
representative group of providers for more than a 
year and ran an extensive consultation pro¬ 
gramme with all providers last autumn. We are 
keen to pass on these higher rates of payment to 
providers that aim to further improve the quality 
of early education for Kent children, to give them 
the best preparation for their full-time schooling.” 


Quality award 
making mark 

FIFTY top nurseries and pre-schools have 
been praised for their high standards, says 
County Hall. 

They have been handed certificates after 
completing the Kent Quality Mark scheme. 
They had to show commitment to raising the 
quality of their service and improve outcomes 
for pre-school children and their families. 

KCC’s children, families and education 
managing director, Rosalind Turner, present¬ 
ed the awards at Ashford International Hotel. 

She said: “We want the very best start in life 
for all children, and we want parents to be 
confident that our early years and childcare is 
of the highest quality.” 

The mark lasts for three years and partici¬ 
pants, who come from across Kent, received 
training and mentoring to complete the award. 

St Michael’s Pre-School in Tenterden was 
one of those that took part in the scheme. 

Manager Brigitte Watkins, said: “As a result 
of completing the Kent Quality Mark we have 
become confident in challenging why we do 
things, and the improvement planning 
process has become automatic which ensures 
that when we discuss changes to be made 
these actually take place.” 

And Cheryl Martin, from First Learners in 
Sellindge, added: “It has been hard work and 
sometimes a very steep learning curve, but I 
would do it all again. The benefit of the Kent 
Quality Mark experience to our nursery has 
been immense. It has brought all of our staff 
together and given us a real desire to contin¬ 
ue improving our practice.”

County Hall uses London 2012 to 
highlight value of sport in schools

N O-ONE could possi¬ 
bly miss the fact 
that the Olympics in 
2012 will be right on 
our doorstep, and Kent’s 
authorities are doing all 
they can to push sports in 
schools. 

The London Olympics is already 
having a massive impact on sport in 
our schools. 

The county has been gearing up 
with a host of activities to get more 
schoolchildren taking part in sport. 

Kent County Council said it is the 
only county nationally to employ a 
full-time post of school sport manag¬ 
er, dealing with all aspects of sport to 
do with children and young people. 

Part of the job involves working 
with partners to get all young people 
to do at least five hours of sport 
per week. 

The authority also runs the Kent 
School Games, the finals of which will 
take place later this year. This gives 
an opportunity for every school-aged 
child in Kent to compete in heats and

trials in a range of sports leading to 
finals in Canterbury. 

The Kent School Games is highly 
regarded nationally and has been 
supported by Kent’s double Olympic 
gold winning medallist Dame Kelly 
Holmes. 

Nathan Hazledene, Kent school 
sport manager, said: “Kent County 
Council’s commitment to school 
sport is shown in a number of differ¬ 
ent ways. The London bid was won 
with the underlying aim of inspiring 
the next generation of young people 
through sport and culture. 

“With constant fears of an increase 
of inactivity amongst young people, 
and growing levels of obesity, it is 
clear to see that Kent is taking its 
role in promoting lifelong participa¬ 
tion in sport and physical activity 
very seriously.” 

And there’s more. The authority 
said six regional ‘hubs’ have been 
created for the next phase of the 
Kent 20inl2 Learning Programme. 

Kent 20inl2 is part of a two-year 
learning programme that will pro¬ 


vide schools with a range of ideas 
and resources in the run up to 
London 2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games. 

The hub schools will be encour¬ 
aged to work with as many other 
schools in their area as possible. 

The hub schools are: The Abbey 
School, Faversham; Highworth 
Grammar School, Ashford; Valley 
Park Community School, Maidstone; 


Mascalls School, Paddock Wood; St 
Johns Catholic Comprehensive 
School, Gravesend; and Sandwich 
Technology School, Sandwich. 

And many schools in Kent are now 
taking part in an award scheme run 
by Sports Leaders UK. 

Students taking part learn the 
essential skills of leadership: com¬ 
munication, organisation and moti¬ 
vation, but in addition to this they 


grow in confidence and self-belief. 

Students can start taking part in 
the scheme while at primary school 
and can continue through to second¬ 
ary school. 

And in Medway, the Olympics are 
top of the sporting agenda too. 

The authority said: “Our Medway 
is one of the council’s most ambi¬ 
tious projects to demonstrate the 
wider benefits and appeal of the 
Olympics and Paralympics beyond 
competitive sport. 

“It will involve 25,000 young peo¬ 
ple from Medway’s 87 primary 
schools in the four years before 2012. 

“Our Medway was the first local 
authority education project in the 
country to receive the London 2012 
Inspire Mark. This recognises inno¬ 
vative and exceptional projects 
directly inspired by the 2012 
Olympic and Paralympic Games. 

“It is designed to engage all young 
people in the countdown to 2012. 

“The curriculum encompasses four 
aspects: sport, health, heritage, plus 
regeneration and environment, and 
encourages the development of inter¬ 
national links and the promotion of 
the Olympic and Paralympic values.”

Advice is key 


to getting

Discover your options after schooldays 
as the futures roadshow opens its doors

S tudents usually start 
their schooling when they 
are four or five, and it does¬ 
n’t end until they are 16 - 
when they have to weigh up their 
options about what to do next. 

With fewer jobs around as Kent and the rest 
of Britain struggles out of recession, beginning 
a sparkling career is not as easy as it once was. 

It seems managers are looking for people 
with a CV packed with first-class examination 
grades. 

And while that is true in many cases - the 
ability to demonstrate a key skill can be just as 
important as a fistful of elegant paperwork. 

Most schools have their own careers advisor, 
and the work they do is invaluable when it 
comes to pointing students in the right direction. 

Someone with excellent bricklaying skills 
may not be the best surgeon. And those with 
all those degrees may be wasting them a little 
if they are mopping out toilets. 

So, while there are just a few alternatives for 
a student leaving school, the choices in each of 
those alternatives really are many and varied. 

In fact, it can seem a little like a minefield, so 
good guidance is vital. 

Initially, it boils down to staying on in the 
sixth form, going to further education, or get¬ 
ting a job. From there, the world is your oyster. 

Ability 

Careers advisor Sharon Armstrong-Murphy 
said: “It really is all down to a child’s character 
and ability as to what their next step is. 

“A careers advisor will get to know the stu¬ 
dents during their time at school, especially as 
they approach their final year. 

“We conduct a series of interviews with each 
student to better learn what they are expect¬ 
ing to do. Of course, at that age not everyone 
has their life already mapped out, so we do 
what we can to open their eyes to the possibil¬ 
ities in front of them.” 

Mrs Armstrong-Murphy, who runs the careers 
department at New Brompton College, in 
Gillingham, said: “My main priority is to match 
a student with a possible career path, and that 
may take them into the sixth form at their 
school or another; or on to a college, to either 
boost their grades or give training in a particu¬ 
lar area; move into the workplace immediately; 
or go on to an apprentice scheme, which is great 
way to find specific training for a particular job. 

“A student may be confused with all the 
options, or may not even be aware of what 
their options are. The best course of action is to 
always check with their careers advisor and I, 
in particular, encourage parents to take part in 
discussions, too.” 

And students who want to go into the world 
of work rather than continue to study are 
offered advice by consumer group Which? 

A spokesman said: “Your CV is a living, 
breathing document. Make sure that you keep 
it up to date - refreshing your CV shows that 
you are actively looking for work.” 


A ROADSHOW is set to help students 
understand what lies ahead of them at the 
end of their school life. 

At Medway Futures, young people can find 
out about undergraduate placements, talk 
with employers, learn about graduate training 
schemes and perfect their CV writing. 

Toni Clarke, who runs Medway Education 
Business Partnership (MEBP), has teamed 
up with the University of Greenwich for the 
last five years, and will provide the event for 
all Medway people. 

She said: “Every year, an increasing num¬ 
ber of courses become available to study, in 


any number of educational establishments. 

“New courses, new jobs and new careers 
are springing up each year. People are really 
spoilt for choice, but this doesn’t necessarily 
mean they will make the right one for them. 

“The event brings together all organisa¬ 
tions, including employers, who have an 
interest in providing education and training 
courses to people at any age; whether they 
are still in school, at college, at university, in 
the workplace or unemployed. 

“Students can find out more about what 
courses are open to them while they’re still 
at school, and how they can progress to 


university or college, or continue to train in 
the workplace. Those already in the work¬ 
place can find out what courses are available 
to them to progress in the jobs they’re in, or 
make a career change. 

“The unemployed can find out about 
opportunities to get into, or how to get back 
into, work. 

“The theme for the day is finding out 
more about what’s out there, making the 
right choices, signing up at the right estab¬ 
lishments, and promoting lifelong learning.” 

The roadshow is on March 13 at the St 
George’s Centre, Chatham Maritime. 



Boosting local 
involvement 
in education 


WITH a hefty budget of £8 billion to cover 
Kent and the rest of England, Partnerships 
for Schools said it wants to boost local 
involvement in restructuring the education 
system. 

The single body is now responsible for all 
capital investment in schools, making it a 
headteacher’s best friend. 

PfS chief executive Tim Byles (above) 
said: “We want to have one conversation 
with each local authority about the educa¬ 
tion outcomes they are aiming for right 
across the board and how that sits within 
their broader community strategy locally. 

“A key part of our role is to interpret how 
the national ambition for change, improve¬ 
ment, efficiency and value for money can 
be translated into the different needs of 
local communities. And that single conver¬ 
sation gives the opportunity to do just that 
in an environment where we are going to 
need to deliver more for less.” 

He added: “The various schools-related 
programmes and the co-location fund are 
coming together in a system of agreed 
priorities. 

“The watchwords are value for money 
and efficiency, and we will be looking at 
how we can harness the best of what the 
private sector has got to offer alongside 
the leadership that local government and 
the public sector can deliver locally. 

“There are challenging times ahead and 
we need to agree priorities and how they 
can be delivered most effectively.” 

He wants more ‘clusters’ of schools and 
more executive headteachers working 
across a number of schools, and more 
federations linking primary and secondary 
education together. 

He said: “It’s an environment where there 
is more choice for people to make deci¬ 
sions on what is most appropriate for their 
children.” 

There is a need to look at schools in indi¬ 
vidual localities and if there are struggling 
schools, perhaps a change in governance 
and management is needed, he said, or 
even the introduction of academies, some¬ 
thing Kent has already embraced. 

Defending the organisation of 150 peo¬ 
ple, Mr Byles said: “It’s not about a heavy 
hand from the centre, bureaucracy and red 
tape, it’s about clarity. 

“We are a small outfit providing profes¬ 
sional and technical support for local deci¬ 
sions and that’s something both Labour 
and Conservative politicians have said they 
would like to see more of. 

“It is quite different from having a cen¬ 
tralised regime, which is not something I 
would be interested in providing. 

“What we are trying to do is translate 
national policy into very different local 
circumstances in a way that works and 
gains local support.”

CHILD OBESITY 


Parents are 
facing crucial 
changes in 
special needs 
education 


The system for the education of 
students with special needs is 
being changed in the county, 
and it could have far-reaching 
implications for some parents. 

Here, we ask independent 
education advisor Peter Read 
to explain: 

“There are major changes 
ahead in special education 
needs (SEN) provision in Kent 
as KCC begins to phase out its 
SEN units. 

These are attached to main¬ 
stream schools across the 
county and offer education to 
children with particular learning 
and medical conditions, while 
giving them the opportunity to 
benefit from education with 
mainstream children through 
integration into some lessons. 

Instead, ‘lead schools’ are 
being designated in each spe¬ 
cialism across the county that 
will offer support to such chil¬ 
dren as they are now admitted 
to all mainstream schools and 
classes in their area. 

This full inclusion of such 
children has been government 
policy for many years, but has 
now been challenged, as it is 
apparent that it leads to a 
dilution of specialist teachers, 
additional strain on teachers in 
mainstream classes as they 
come to terms with an even 
wider range of challenges in 
their classrooms, and an 
uncertain future for the quality 
of education to be provided for 
the children themselves. 

Currently there are primary 
and secondary school units 
catering for conditions such as 
autism, speech, communication 
and specific learning difficulties 
including dyslexia, hearing and 
visual impairment and physical 
difficulties. 

All children currently in units 
will retain their places. 

Pilot areas for the new 
schemes have been set up in 
Gravesham, Dartford, Shepway, 
Ashford and Swanley and a 
decision will be made to extend 
the scheme across the remain¬ 
der of Kent this autumn on the 
basis of the evaluation of this 
pilot, although the first children 
in the pilot will only be affected 
in September. 

It is therefore difficult to see 
what real experience of how 
such children fare in mainstream 
will be available. 

The main advantages of the 
scheme are identified by KCC 
as: providing more potential to 
access local provision for 



children and young people with 
SEN; enabling them to benefit 
from learning with their local 
peer group; and providing more 
flexibility to use resources to 
meet changing needs of children 
and young people in the locality. 

Concerns include: the break¬ 
ing up of centres of expertise 
and excellence in these speciali¬ 
sations; the dilution of such 
skills across schools in the local¬ 
ity; the pressures on teachers in 
mainstream schools now having 
to come to terms with a wider 
range of learning conditions in 
one classroom and the conse¬ 
quent effect on the learning of 
other children in that class. 

Meanwhile, KoS reported last 
month that many children com¬ 
ing up to secondary school 
transfer have found their pro¬ 
posed statements of SEN have 
been delayed. 

The statement spells out 
educational provision and the 
school in which it is to be 
offered, and any delay would 
cause enormous problems for 
parents if they wish to challenge 
the decision. 

Such parents will be doubly 
dismayed if they now find that 
any hopes of a place in the unit 
to cater for their child’s needs 
have been dashed.”

Early intervention 
weighty issue of cl

O VERWEIGHT four 
year olds will be obese 
40 year olds. That’s 
the stark truth facing 
schools and parents right 
now, says one company that 
is determined to do some¬ 
thing about it. 

It claims statistics currently point to 
that nightmare scenario affecting a 
worrying 85 per cent of youngsters, 
unless things change now. 

Carnegie Weight Management said it 
is a real-world warning and has now 
launched its Carnegie Clubs as an 
“early intervention” for children. 

The research team produced an 
Obesity Timeline showing that our 
kids’ future BMI can reach levels of 40. 
That’s the same as hitting 20 stone, as 
tots progress to adulthood. 

And, as is commonly known, that 
could lead to osteoarthritis and depres¬ 
sion, through to conditions such as 
heart disease and diabetes. 

Researchers found 50 per cent of par¬ 
ents and healthcare professionals are 
under-estimating levels of obesity in 
children, therefore parents need to be 
equipped with information and servic¬ 
es to make better lifestyle choices on 
their child’s behalf. 

Empowered 

Prof Paul Gately of Carnegie Weight 
Management said this research should 
empower families to start to take 
action to change the course of this pre¬ 
dicted path. 

He said: “Action at any age can shape 
a far better outcome for today’s 2.8 mil¬ 
lion obese children. 

“What our research shows, however, 
is the reality that if problems are 
allowed to develop in children as young 
as four that progression into adult 
obesity is more likely and more 
extreme and will, in many cases, lead 
to a shorter life. 

“Increasingly proactive primary care 
trusts, such as NHS Doncaster, are 
addressing the problems by providing 
Carnegie Clubs, weight management 
programmes aimed at four year olds 
and their families. 

“If habits are altered early we can 
reduce adult health implications 
throughout the rest of their lives - the 
impact can and mustn’t be underesti¬ 
mated.” 

Kent County Council is also worried 
about children’s future health, and said 
the success of Kentish Food Week led to 
a surge of children eating school dinners. 

The week was cooked up by KCC to 
celebrate local cuisine and produce. 
Menus were sent to Kent’s schools, 
including recipes for dishes such as 
Kent-reared pork sausages with onions; 
Appledore chicken pie; oast quiche; 
gypsy tart; and Kentish huffkins. 

Many schools took part and there 
was an approximate eight per cent 
increase on meal uptake across the 
week.

As part of the Healthy Schools 
Programme, schools are supported to 
develop a whole school food policy to 
address issues such as the types of food 


and drink on offer during the day, how 
food education is taught in the class¬ 
room and the types of food to include in 
a packed lunch. 

Mark Sleep, client services manager 
for children, families and education, 
said: “The Food Week was a huge suc¬ 
cess. We are already starting to pull 
together menus and recipes for this 
year. But there is still work to be done 
to make sure packed lunches meet the 
right standards. 

Standards 

“There are no government rules 
about what can or can’t be in a packed 
lunch as there are for school meals, but 
instead schools should work with par¬ 
ents to develop a local policy. 

“A recent survey in fact showed that 
only one per cent of packed lunches 
met the same standards as those 
applied to school meals.” 

We asked what a decent packed 
lunch should be, and this is what the 
experts at KCC suggest. 

They said a packed lunch should pro¬ 
vide about a third of a child’s daily 
intake - this varies on the age, size and 
level of activity of each child.

• a good serving of starchy food, eg 
thick wholemeal bread, chapatti, 
pitta, pasta or rice salad 

• plenty of fruit and vegetables, eg 
an apple, satsuma, handful of 
cherry tomatoes or carrot sticks, 
mini-can of fruit chunks in natural 
juice or small box of raisins 

• milk or dairy, eg individual cheese 
portion or pot of yogurt 

• a serving of lean meat, fish or alter¬

ifications at NVQ Level 2 or above. 

The training will also help school 
cooks meet new nutritional standards, 
which are coming into place in schools 
across England. 

Quality 

Medway councillor Les Wicks is port¬ 
folio holder for children’s services. 

He said: “FEAST now enables us to 
provide more training and career 
development opportunities for all those 
people working to deliver a quality food 
service in Medway schools. 

“This will not only raise the profile 
and expertise of our school meal work¬ 
force, but will mean that the quality of 
school meals will increase to an even 
higher standard.” 

And chef Prue Leith, chairwoman of 
the School Food Trust, added: “School 
cooks are the unsung heroes - they are 
responsible for feeding millions of chil¬ 
dren every day and play a key role in 
the health and wellbeing of the future 
generation of adults. 

“So I am delighted that Medway 
Council is leading the way in nurturing 
the school cooks of the future.” 


Get online to find the next 
step after leaving school 

Secondary school students across the county are 
facing up to leaving school and have been choosing 
their next step in education using a website listing 
thousands of courses.

Universities won’t be 
sunk by Whitehall’s 


cuts, say professors

C HRIST Church University 
in Canterbury says alterna¬ 
tive revenue streams will 
help it overcome swingeing 
new government cuts. 

The Higher Education Funding Council 
for England (HEFCE), warns thousands of 
people could miss out on university places 
because of cuts in budgets for teaching, 
research and capital. 

Business minister Lord Mandelson wants 
savings of £135 million on top of recent effi¬ 
ciency cuts of £180m. 

Slashing the budget will result in another 
75,000 students missing out on a university 
place on top of last year’s 160,000. 

That’s the warning from Professor Steve 
Smith, president of the vice-chancellors’ group 
Universities UK. 

He said the cuts will have a major impact on 
the quality of teaching and increase competi¬ 
tion for university places. 

He said: “Last year about 160,000 students 
who applied didn’t end up going to university. 

“This year, we already know that there are 
about another 75,000 applying for university. 

“So the number of students who go to 
university will be less than the number who 
actually want to go and thus there will be a lot 
of students this year who do not get a place at 
university.” 

The HEFCE said: “The main purpose of this 
announcement is for the sector to be able to 
plan. We are issuing something that has a 
lot more detail this year, because of the cur¬ 
rent financial situation, because of the extra 
pressures.” 

While the vice chancellor of Christ Church 
said he was “disappointed” by the budget 
reductions, he said the university would man¬ 
age, thanks to money coming in from other 
sources. 

Prof Michael Wright said: “The cuts repre¬ 
sent about three of four per cent in the amount 
of money available for each student. 

“Each university is different and our intake 
of students will actually be going up this year, 
from 16,700 to around 17,000, but will then 
level off over the next few years subject to any 
future budgets. 

“What comes to us from the Higher 


Education Funding Council is significant, but 
is not the only work we are doing. 

“We also work with the National Health 
Service from the training of nurses and radi¬ 
ographers and all sorts of other professional 
disciplines. 

“That work is not funded through the 
HEFCE but through the NHS. 

“Similarly we do a lot of education of teach¬ 
ers through the Training and Development 
Agency and the students pay for their posi¬ 
tions too, as do international students. 


“The money from the council is an impor¬ 
tant element to our funding, but it is only one 
element.” 

However, Prof Wright was still not happy 
about the cuts. 

He said: “We are professional people and 
we accept that government makes these 
decisions. 

‘We wish it wasn’t so but I am not entirely 
surprised given the context of the last couple of 
years of recession. It is a disappointment but we 
will deal with it as professionally as we can.” 


Higher education minister David Lammy 
said: We are now confident that HEFCE can 
achieve these [savings] in a way that minimis¬ 
es the impact on teaching and students, as we 
asked for in our recent grant letter.” 

He added: “Over the past decade, the govern¬ 
ment has invested record amounts in higher 
education - around 25 per cent more than 
1997 - and there are now more students than 
ever before in our history attending university, 
and the ratio of lecturers to students is higher 
today than it was even five years ago.” 


Whatever your interest, 
there’s a course for you 


ADULT education courses are now so 
numerous the biggest problem is choosing 
what to pick. 

Most people know the major academic 
subjects are covered, along with the old 
stalwarts of pottery and cake making. 

But what about assertiveness? Or teach¬ 
ing assistant programmes. Perhaps law may 
be of interest? 

Even life coaching is catered for now in 
classes from Kent County Council. 

In fact if there is nothing in Kent, other 
parts of the country are bound to be able to 
cater for you. 

A government spokesman said: “There 
are almost a million courses available in the 
UK, so there’s bound to be one to suit your 
needs. Many courses are aimed at com¬ 
plete beginners and have no entry require¬ 
ments - other than a willingness to learn. 

“A course can boost your chances of get¬ 
ting on at work, or finding a new job. Many 
courses also lead to a qualification” 

A spokesman for KCC said: “Our self¬ 
development programme provides a range 
of opportunities designed to help you to 
develop as a person, gain confidence in 
your everyday life and in new activities or to 
improve your employment prospects.” 

There is a five-week course costing £40 in 


filmmaking, plus another for 10 weeks 
called history of cinema. That costs £76. 

There are studies for deaf people, lip read¬ 
ing at various levels, food safety, creative 
writing, script writing for TV and radio. 

You can even get a taster in to how to 
become an actor. 

In Canterbury, they have a 20-week 
course looking at Mayhem, Madness and 
Monstrosity. 

And if you want to sort the real from the 
fake, try attending science and pseudo¬ 
science for six weeks. 

The spokesman said: “Our courses can 
help you to develop a hobby, like painting 
and drawing, sculpture, pottery, silver- 
smithing and embroidery, Pilates and dance. 

“We also offer a range of more unusual 
courses such as falconry, canoeing and 
climbing.” 

The council said employers are welcome 
to get in touch to ‘up-skill’ staff which in 
some cases can be done free under Skills 
Plus, and courses can be tailor made.

The Government’s Report 
Card scheme gets a low 


mark from teaching union 


THE proposed American-style Report Card 
system for schools where they are ranked 
on a whole host of criteria has not been 
welcomed by teachers. 

The government has suggested it would 
be a better system to rate schools from 
2011 based on things like behaviour, 
attendance and take-up of sport, as well as 
academic performance. 

The better the performance, the better 
grade the school gets. 

But teachers are worried about the 
Government’s proposal. 

According to new research, 37 per cent of 
the profession are against it, with just 30 per 
cent for it. 

The rest ticked the ‘don’t know’ box in the 
research by the National Foundation for 
Educational Research. 

Schools Secretary Ed Balls announced 
plans for the School Report Card last year 
and it is part of a pill going through 
Parliament at the moment. 

Some 93 per cent of teachers do 
believe pupil progress is the most important 
measure that should be included on the 
card. 


And 91 per cent want to see behaviour 
included and 90 per cent would like well¬ 
being in there. 

Chris Keates, general secretary of the 
NASUWT, the largest teachers’ union, said: 
“The outcome of the survey comes as no 
surprise. 

“The Report Card is in its early stages of 
development with much of the detail still to 
be worked out. 

“In that context, teachers who already feel 
overburdened by the school accountability 
regime will therefore, understandably and 
rightly, be reluctant to embrace what they 
clearly perceive as yet another measure 
being added to it and more pressure being 
heaped upon them. 

“To gain teacher support for the Report 
Card, ministers must make it clear that it will 
not place any additional burdens on individ¬ 
ual teachers, that it will be a fair indicator of 
school performance across the whole range 
of school activity and that it will replace the 
outmoded and discredited performance 
league tables, which place schools and 
teachers under unacceptable and unneces¬ 
sary pressure.”

Quality food in the raw 


RESTAURANT REVIEW

THERE’S sushi, and then there’s 
sushi. In the first place it can be 
a bit intimidating for many peo¬ 
ple, as the idea of eating raw fish 
is a barrier. 

Sushi, though, actually means topped 
rice, and can be of many more varieties 
than just uncooked seafood. 

Then there is the price - only the best and 
freshest fish should be used, with the most 
premium cuts. Factor in the relative rarity 
of some of the other ingredients, plus the 
wages of a properly trained sushi master, 
and the cost becomes prohibitive. 

Dining in one of London’s top Japanese 
restaurants can be a wallet-breaking expe¬ 
rience, however delicious. 

In recent years there has been a democra- 
tisation of sushi, with the emergence of 
Yo Sushi restaurants where small plates 
of prepared sushi are presented on a con¬ 
veyor belt. 

Each diner grabs what they fancy and the 
waiter tots up the number of empty plates 
to calculate the bill. More affordable, but 
with a truncated choice - nobody picks the 
lonely dishes that have travelled too many 
laps - forcing a trend towards little other 
than tuna and salmon maki rolls. 

There is also the lunchbox sushi now 
found in cafes and supermarkets. Evolved 
from the Japanese bento box via the 
Califomia-style sushi of alternative ingredi¬ 
ents such as crabsticks and avocado, these

bear the same resemblance to the real thing as 
a frozen TV dinner does to your mum’s best 
Sunday roast. Rice topped with dried out 
smoked mackerel and roasted peppers or rolls 
filled with tuna mayonnaise are not sushi. 

But there is a way to eat the real thing, 
freshly prepared and at an affordable price - 
in small, often family run, cafe-style places. 
Best of all, there is one in Tunbridge Wells. 
Kitsu, on the unassuming Victoria Road 
behind the Royal Victoria Place shopping 
centre, is a bit of a gem. 

It’s tiny, with just a handful of tables, just 
like most Tokyo sushi bars. Definitely a cafe 
feeling, nothing fancy or designed, indeed it 
could almost be a clean greasy spoon. 

The welcome is genuine and smiling and 
the menu divided into starters, noodles both 
soup and dry, and dishes such as katsu 
curry that will be familiar to anyone who 
has been to Wagamama and other chains.

But it’s the sushi that appeals - a short but 
comprehensive list of nigiri (blocks of rice with 
a topping), maki (rolls wrapped in nori sea¬ 
weed), and the fancier temaki cones. 

There is a short sashimi list - this is the 
unadorned raw fish that is such a wonderful 
surprise the first time you try it - and a choice 
of bento boxes containing a selection of sushi 
and tempura flitters. 

My Mixed Sushi Set (£15) is really enough 
for two to share but gives a wide selection of 
different items. The rice is precisely cooked 
and seasoned, and the fish, shellfish, eggs and 
vegetable toppings and fillings are all pristine 
and fresh. 

Critically, it is served at the right tempera¬ 
ture - conveyor belt sushi gets sweaty, and the 
supermarket stuff has its flavour destroyed by 
over chilling - Kitsu gets it just right. I am 
particularly taken by the Califomia-style uri- 
maki (rice rolled round crab, omelette and avo¬ 
cado) topped with flying fish roe and the 
delectable hamachi tuna. But it’s all good. 

Accompanied by a marvellously light and 
savoury salad of wakame seaweed, cabbage 
and edamame beans (£3) and the tradition¬ 
al bowl of miso soup (£1.50), it’s washed 
down with a freshly prepared apple and 
lime juice (£2). This is a fine lunch, and very 
good value. 

If you are a sushi aficionado, then you 
should be happy here. If you’ve never tried 
it, then this is the place to start - the people 
who work here are truly lovely and will 
happily guide any beginner. Forget the 
unfamiliar terms and scary ingredients and 
treat yourself at Kitsu.

SOUNDS like a replacement for 
the Tucson couldn’t come soon 
enough for Hyundai. 

The Korean brand’s baby 4x4/SUV had 
fallen out of step with a fast-changing 
market and you only have to look at the 
new ix35 to see why 

Not only does it wear the hexagonal grille 
intended to be the new ‘face’ of the Hyundai 
range, but it is also more ‘crossover’ than 
the Tucson. 

As such it will be up against the incredi¬ 
bly successful - and rightly so - Nissan 
Qashqai and Peugeot’s award-winning 
3008, in the hunt for hatchback and MPV 
buyers as well as the SUV (sports utility 
vehicle) fans targeted by the Tucson. 

The ix35 feels far lighter on its feet than its

predecessor and the sharp styling is reminis¬ 
cent of the Ford Kuga - one of the smarter 
compact SUVs on the market - though that 
is where any comparison with the Ford 
ends, since the ix35 is a far better deal. 

It starts at just £16,495 and Hyundai is 
quick to say that this is cheaper than the 
list price of a poverty spec Ford Focus, yet 
brings alloys, ESP (electric stability pro¬ 
gramme), air con, Bluetooth and iPod/USB 
connectivity, heated front and rear seats 
and door mirrors, leather steering wheel 
and gear knob and reverse parking sensors 
as standard, plus five years’ roadside assis¬ 
tance and Hyundai’s usual five-year/unlim¬ 
ited miles warranty. 


The cabin is also well finished and well 
designed, though hardly earth shattering 
in design or layout. To be fair to the opposi¬ 
tion, the keen entry price buys you the 
front-wheel drive 2.0-litre petrol model and 
even Hyundai admits that only 10 per cent 
of buyers will go for that. 

Most will opt for the front-wheel drive 2.0- 
litre diesel (from £17,995) with a further 10 
per cent choosing the same engine with 4x4 
(from £18,995) with the mix jumbled later 
this year when a low-emission, high output 

1.6- litre GDI (direct injection) petrol and 

1.7- litre CRDi diesel engine join the ix35 
range along with a six-speed auto option. 

That junior petrol option looks interest¬ 
ing and its lighter weight could work well 
for the dynamics of the ix35, which feels a 
little unsettled on a winding road in FWD 


diesel format. Nothing wrong with the 
diesel engine itself: it pulls well and feels 
refined and works particularly well in 4x4 
format - worth the extra £1,000. 

I was also fortunate to drive it in flagship 
Premium spec. At £20,745, this sounds like 
a lot of money for a Hyundai but the over¬ 
all package includes: a full-length 
panoramic glass sunroof, lots of interior 
chrome, cruise control, dual zone climate 
control, part-leather upholstery, smart roof 
rails and loads more. 

Chuck in the warranty and it starts to 
become a no-brainer but for the badge, 
though such snobbery is fast waning in the 
face of the UK’s new economic reality.

And Seat’s Audi bargain is even better for new '10 reg 


Skoda winds up the Audi 
set both inside and out 


CLEARLY no favours are sought 
or given at the Volkswagen group. 

You only have to look at how VW 
bargain brand Skoda’s Superb 
Estate, launched this week, stacks 
up impressively against VW posh 
brand Audi’s A6 Avant. 

The Czech car starts at £17,715 
with generous standard kit and 
the German exec model starts at 
10 grand more with a fairly ordi¬ 
nary spec; with the recession 
refusing to lie down and die, 
some punters and companies will 
surely junk the idea of a snob 
badge and opt for the Skoda. 

On top of keen pricing, it also 


brings class-leading legroom and 
boot space and a choice of three 
petrol and three diesel engines. 

The entry powertrain is the tur¬ 
bocharged 125bhp 1.4 TSI petrol 
engine, which might be too 
pathetic for a car likely to be well¬ 
laden at times, but there is also a 
cut-price Audi A6 Avant Quattro 
option in the 260bhp 3.6-litre V6 
4x4 estate (£29,075) with the VW 
group’s classy DSG box - the auto 
that can be driven as a manual. 

Most buyers though will surely 
check out the diesels (from 
£18,185) also including a 4x4 ver¬ 
sion (from £23,770). 


WE called it the “Audi for Seat money” 
and it’s now even better value. 

For Seat is offering three-year zero per 
cent finance on most executive class Exeo 
and Exeo ST (estate) models during new 
TO reg March in return for a deposit of

This represents a cracking deal on a car, 
which is essentially a previous generation 
Audi A4 - and still a competitive package

Cabriolet - something of a coup for the 
Spanish marque.

Saab re-Bjorn 


IS THE Saab saga over or is there 
still a final tale to be told? 

Just weeks ago it looked as though the trou¬ 
bled Swedish brand’s plants would simply 
close, after several abortive attempts by owner 
General Motors to find a buyer. 

At the 11th hour, it was then revealed that 
Saab would be re-bom after 20 years in the 
GM stable, this time as partner to another re¬ 
born company, Spyker of Holland, and under¬ 
pinned by a 400 million euro loan from EU 
‘state’ lender, the European Investment Bank. 

It’s a curious marriage though; Saab is more 
lower volume executive brand than mass pro¬ 
ducer, but its new partner is the maker of ultra 
low volume hand-crafted supercars founded in 
1999, and using a luxury car branding that 
died out in 1929. 

Coincidentally, Swedish supercar maker 
Koenigsegg was an earlier prospective Saab 
partner, but junked the deal last November. 


There is no shortage of scepticism about the 
viability of Saab Spyker, but no lack of good¬ 
will for Saab particularly. 

The car brand, originally part of the still 
thriving Saab aerospace company, began pro¬ 
duction in 1949, majoring on aerodynamic 
styling and innovative engineering. 

It was a major promoter of front-wheel drive 
and championed turbocharging, having decid¬ 
ed that boosting its four-cylinder engines 
would be a far cheaper route to higher outputs 
than developing a new six-cylinder unit to 
take on German rivals. 

Turbocharging helped it develop its most 
successful model ever, the 1980s-vintage 900, 


but the company’s finances were faltering and 
GM took a hold on the company in 1989. 

Many books are waiting to be written on 
why this partnership never gelled, but the 
simple truth is that independent Saab had 
enjoyed a staunch and intellectual following - 
once reported to be 10 times more passionate 
about their cars than VW drivers, for instance. 

But these aficionados were probably never 
going to be numerous enough to keep Saab 
from the clutches of a giant like GM. 

Once under the GM umbrella, Saab had 
access to the GM technology ‘toy shop’ and 
economies of scale, but these so-called clones 
were not really what loyal ‘Saabites’ wanted - 


nor what would-be BMW, Audi and Mercedes 
buyers wanted either. 

Despite the latest deal though and the fact 
that tooling for current 9-3 and 9-5 models has 
already been sold to Chinese carmaker BAIC, 
the GM legacy will survive a little longer, since 
GM has guaranteed to supply Saab Spyker 
with technology for the time being and it is 
hard to disguise the debt owed by the forth¬ 
coming 9-5 replacement to the current 
Vauxhall/Opel Insignia. 

But news of the reborn company has been a 
relief to UK dealers battered by recession and 
most staged an ‘Independence Event’ last 
weekend with tempting deals on new and 
approved used models. 

Michael Low, of north west Kent Saab deal¬ 
er Whitmore’s, Chislehurst, said: “When we 
heard the news Saab was to be bought by lux¬ 
ury Dutch car maker Spyker, we wanted to 
give our customers a way to celebrate this new 
era with us.”

RENAULT 
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5008 MPV shows double act 
‘straight man’ cutting loose 



THERE probably isn’t a lot of 
Gallic shoulder-shrugging and 
table thumping at Peugeot. 

One gets the impression histrionics are left 
to its partner Citroen, which displays such 
extra emotion through cars to challenge the 
eye and preconceptions. 

But the straight man of this double act has 
had enough; Peugeot bosses won’t have said 
anything as dramatic as “merde!” - more like 
a French “oh, dear” - but le worm has definite¬ 


ly turned. In quick succession we’ve seen a 
credible rival to Nissan’s Qashqai (3008), 
await a stunning and affordable rival to the 
Audi TT (RCZ Coupe), been bouche-smacked 
by a supercar concept and heard plans to take 
the ‘Lion Brand’ from No 10 to No7 in global 
production volumes within five years by 
launching 14 new models. 

And, by the way, Peugeot has junked years of 
policy by launching one of the classiest people 
carriers around - the new seven-seat 5008 
(from £17,345). The company had been sniffy 


about MPVs; brand success came from selling 
capacious estate cars such as the 404 and 504 
models into the rural French market, so MPVs 
were left to quirky Citroen. 

Though I rather liked the Peugeot approach, 
which usually delivers the better drive, deal¬ 
ers and sales have had their say, so we now 
have the marque’s first homegrown MPV - I’m 
discounting the so-so 806 and 807, which were 
Peugeot versions of joint effort. 

Admittedly, the 5008 is underpinned by 
Citroen C4 Grand Picasso bits, but the rest is 


all Peugeot and mostly lives up to the ‘Enjoyed 
by families - loved by drivers’ marketing. 

It scores top marks on the first, but that’s an 
MPV must have. ‘Loved by drivers’ is stretch¬ 
ing the point though; a lofty car like this that 
has to ride well, even when laden with up to 
seven-plus luggage, can struggle to please a 
keen driver and the 5008 feels unruly when 
asked to work a fast rural road. 

It loses out there to the Ford S-Max, but that 
car cannot match the Peugeot’s ride quality, so 
it comes down to personal preference.

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And the 5008 may swing it as a class act 
inside and out. The exterior is smart and the 
corporate ‘gaping maw’ front is missing - 
though Peugeot is tight-lipped about the sig¬ 
nificance of this. 

The executive class cabin features exempla¬ 
ry fit and finish - how Peugeot has raised its 
game here lately - plus the vital versatility 
MPV buyers demand. 

The 5008 has good individual seating for 
seven or multiple permutations and with all 
five rear seats capable of folding flat for van 



duties. The rearmost pair also take adults 
rather than being restricted to passengers 
who keep asking dad “are we there yet?” when 
he’s already ratty from having to buy an MPV. 

Not surprisingly the flagship Exclusive spec 
test car with a 1.6-litre HDi llObhp diesel 
helped first impressions with its full-length 
panoramic roof plus powered sunblind and a 
brilliant head-up display showing speed and a 
distance alert for the car in front reflected in 
your sight line - surely a relatively inexpen¬ 
sive feature to come for all cars? 


However, I was in two minds about the test 
car’s six-speed EGC (electronic gearbox con¬ 
trolled) transmission - much the same can be 
said for the device itself. 

On paper, this clutchless manual delivers 
better and greener performance than the 
manual for just £400, but the fully auto 
changes are jerky and erratic. Buy it if you 
mostly prefer manual changes and would like¬ 
ly use auto only in town traffic - don’t buy if 
you habitually drive an automatic because it 
won’t be smooth enough in most situations.

Warranty repairs undertaken 
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Entrepreneurs are 
‘tied up in red tape’

BOSSES in Kent say our reces¬ 
sion-hit businesses are shoulder¬ 
ing a hefty share of a burden of 
Government red tape costing more 
than £80 billion a year. 

According to a report this week by the 
Institute of Directors (IoD) the crippling sum - 
equal to 5.7 per cent of the nation’s gross 
domestic product (GDP) - is lost as business 
leaders spend more than a month out of their 
working year wading through bureaucracy. 

Ministers also stand accused of ‘incentivis- 
ing’ bureaucrats to give entrepreneurs even 
less room to manoeuvre as the UK crawls 
away from the downturn. The IoD says its 
findings are based on the experiences of real 
people running real businesses. 

Instead of relying on Government figures, 
the bosses’ forum quantified the working 
hours that company directors and their staff 
spend daily handling Government regulation, 
and then checked these against working hours 
using remuneration data. 

Labelled as the IoD’s ‘new approach’, it rub¬ 
bishes Government claims that its measures 
cost business £13bn a year and reckons the 
real figure at more than six times that. 

Armed with the figures, IoD South East 
director Rodger Broad said: “We’re calling for a

culture change in Government. For business 
to survive, let alone thrive, we need to improve 
its freedom to operate so it can stimulate 
growth and all-important job creation.” 

Miles Templeman, IoD director general and 


chairman of Kent-based brewer Shepherd 
Neame, said: “This situation can’t be allowed 
to continue, it needs to change. 

“£80bn is effectively being taken out of the 
UK economy each year due to excessive regu¬ 
latory paperwork. When the regulatory bur¬ 
den is so large that it typically occupies one 
employee in every private enterprise in the 
UK for nearly half a year, it’s obvious we have 
a problem.” 

Mr Broad added: “The £80bn a year is the 
cost of all the hours spent form filling, read¬ 
ing guidance, taking advice and performing 
other administrative duties associated with 
regulation. It doesn’t even include the cost to 
companies of having to adapt their behaviour 
to comply with regulation. 

“This isn’t a debate about diluting protec¬ 
tions, because form filling doesn’t protect any¬ 
one. This is about getting a culture change in 
Whitehall. 

“Officials are incentivised to produce legisla¬ 
tion. Unless the next Government changes the 
way civil servants are evaluated and reward¬ 
ed, businesses will continue to face a large and 
ever-increasing burden of paper work that 
hinders them from growing and, ultimately, 
creating jobs.” 

Breaking down its findings, the IoD believes 
the company directors of Kent are spending 13 
hours a month administering Government red 
tape - the equivalent of working from January 
1 to February 4 each year on regulation 
administration - and office workers may 
spend 73 hours a month on red tape. 


Airport cleared 
for take-off after 
heated debate 

SEVEN hours of heated debate prefaced 
approval this week of two planning 
applications covering expansion at Lydd 
Airport. 

It was 2 am before Shepway District 
Council voted 27 to 12 in favour of the 
£25 million scheme for a runway 
extension and new terminal, counter¬ 
manding the advice of their planning 
officers and prompting vows from pro¬ 
testers to fight on. 

Lydd Airport Action Group’s legal 
adviser, Matthew Horton QC, insists the 
decision is contrary to European law as 
Shepway councillors have not correctly 
interpreted the Habitats Regulations 
and the group will now ask the 
Government for a public inquiry. 

‘Victory’ 

Nevertheless, Lydd Airport MD 
Jonathan Gordon claimed the council 
decision - only two councilors abstained 
- as “a victory for the people of 
Shepway” boosting the district’s future 
economic hopes and creating the 
prospect of hundreds of jobs. 

He said: “We put forward a compelling 
case for allowing the controlled develop¬ 
ment of the airport and when council¬ 
lors took stock of the overwhelming 
body of evidence in front of them, they 
were persuaded to vote in a positive 
way. They have made the right choice for 
the future of our community.” 

He also claimed the support of many 
local residents and businesses, who 
favoured the construction of a 294- 
metre runway extension plus a 150- 
metre starter apron and new terminal 
to handle up to 500,000 passengers a 
year.

Pensions and a 
one-horse race 

AS YOU may well be aware, most 
employees - irrespective of the size of 
their employer - will be auto-enrolled 
into a pension scheme sometime 
between 2013 and 2017. 

Employee and employer will have to 
pay into the pension, unless the employ¬ 
ee opts out, in which case neither has to 
pay. 

As to which pension scheme is used, 
that is largely down to the employer. 

The employer may already have a 
good pension scheme in place that will 
do the job. 

However, if they do not, there will be 
an off-the-shelf scheme available 
designed by the Government. 

The Government set up the Personal 
Account Delivery Authority (PADA) at 
great expense to design the scheme and, 
again at great expense, they have 
rebranded it NEST. 

The big question was: ‘Who is going to 
run this scheme?’ And, as is the case 
with most large contracts this size, it 
was put out to tender. 

Over the tender period and for various 
reasons, Logica, Great-West Retirement 
Services (Europe) and ATP Group 
pulled out, leaving Tata Consultancy 
Services (TCS) as the only bidder. I 
think this is the perfect definition of a 
one-horse race and it came as no sur¬ 
prise this week when TCS was awarded 
the contract. 

There is a lot of spin being put on it by 
pensions ministers and PADA that TCS 
would have been the best anyway, but 
one must fear that Lib Dem pension 
spokesman Steve Webb is on to some¬ 
thing when he says the Government 
was held over a barrel. 

I am sure there will be more informa¬ 
tion available over coming months on 
how NEST is shaping up, although it is 
likely to be lost in overdone election 
coverage and it will be interesting to see 
how the election result impacts on 
PADA and its NEST proposals. 



Bright idea, but not 
wholly appropriate 


WE ALL know the potholes in 
Kent roads need some looking out 
for after the ravages of one of the 
worst winters for years. 

But Dartford-based highways and construc¬ 
tion firm FM Conway has been forced to rub¬ 
bish one idea to make potholes more easily vis¬ 
ible to drivers. Students in Italy’s design capi¬ 
tal of Milan had suggested that an industry in 
which the wearing of‘hi-vis’ vests is obligatory, 
could also give potholes higher visibility to 
make it easier for drivers to spot and avoid 
them. 

They came up with a brightly-coloured layer 
of asphalt a few inches beneath the road sur¬ 
face, which becomes visible when the road sur¬ 
face breaks up.

A spokesman for the students said: ‘We have 
compared the road surface to the human skin 
- when we are wounded, we start to bleed.” 

But FM Conway MD Mike Conway was 
unimpressed. “It’s a novel idea but it’s not the 
right solution for the UK right now,” he said. 

“To make layers of tarmac stick together we 
use a bituminous coating that acts as a glue 
and you’d have to go right back to the manu¬ 
facturing stage and work out how to make it 
bright yellow. 

‘We should be looking at how to reduce costs 
by doing the job right in the first place, rather 
than creating expensive solutions that only 


have an effect once the hole is already there.” 

Duncan McClure Fisher, MD of road main¬ 
tenance campaign Potholes.co.uk, was also 
sceptical. 

“We’re all for pothole solutions that protect 
the motorist from potential car damage or per¬ 
sonal injury, but the solution is not entirely 
practical and it doesn’t tackle the real issue of 
preventing potholes in the first place,” he said. 

Meawhile, the county’s motorists await the 
start of Kent County Council’s ‘find and fix’ 
repairs mission to start in mid-April, using a 
£1 million emergency fund prompted by the 
wintry onslaught. 

KCC has called on the county’s small and 
medium-sized contractors to put in for the job 
of doing “a quality find and fix” on the pothole 
menace.

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■ TOURISM businesses across the 
county will take comfort this week 
from confirmation that ‘staycationing’ - 
holidaying in the UK - is set to build on a 
bumper 2009. 

Last year’s surge was driven by the 
recession, sterling’s poor exchange rates, 
worries about travel security and even eco- 
conscious consumers’ concerns about the 
need for ‘greener’ holidays.

MORE than 100 claims management com¬ 
panies have been closed as part of a 
Government crackdown on firms which 
mislead the public. 

The move has been 
applauded by 

Jacqueline Shicluna, 
of Chatham-based 
solicitors Stephens 
and Son LLP and 
Law Society special¬ 
ist personal injury 
panel member, who 
said it was a victory 
against costly and 
unnecessary middle¬ 
men. 

She said: “The public do not always appre¬ 
ciate the difference between claims man¬ 
agement companies and legal firms. Some 
claims managers, who advertise on TV and 
in the press, entice clients to contact them 
and then sell the work on to selected solici¬ 
tors for them to handle. The solicitors will 
pay a sometimes hefty fee for this work. 

“It adds no value to the claims process but 
yet another layer of costs, that, one way or 
another, has to be accounted for. Claims 
managers are unnecessary intermediaries.” 

Miss Shicluna added she was disappoint¬ 
ed to learn that A&E departments at some 
Kent hospitals were advertising the servic¬ 
es of claims management companies while, 
at the same time, turning down advertising 
from local legal firms. 

She said: “When we tried to renew a long¬ 
standing agreement to advertise in one hos¬ 
pital were turned away and told they no

She said: “The client is under the impression 
they are getting a great deal from a claims 
management company, when in fact they are 
paying a very high price. They would be better 
off approaching a specialist firm direct.” 


Call to action 
as tax deadline 
loo ms large 

WE ARE now a month away from a new 50 
per cent tax for high earners - the highest top 
rate of tax since the 1980s. 

So anyone looking to protect their income 
needs to act fast, says accountancy firm 
Horwath Clark Whitehill of Tunbridge Wells 
and Maidstone. 

The new scheme from 
April 6 targets people 
earning more than 
£150,000 and many 
have already put plans 
into action, but Horwath 
Clark Whitehill tax 
partner Simon Warne 
said it’s not too late for 
those who have not. 

“One popular option 
for company owners is 
to pay themselves large 
dividends before the April deadline - money 
which is therefore not liable for the 50 per cent 
tax rate,” he said. 

“This also has a number of advantages relat¬ 
ed to tax-efficient borrowing and the money 
can always be lent back to the company. 

“The irony is that, having introduced the 50 
per cent tax rate, the Government won’t be too 
distressed by people seeking to beat the April 
deadline as it is keen to boost the tax take for 
the current year and this stampede will inflate 
the figures for 2009-10.” 

He added that high-earning employees can 
save significant tax by receiving a large bonus 
- or part of their post-April 5 salary - before 
the deadline. 

This ensures an individual has sufficient 
taxable income in 2010-11 to utilise the lower 
rate tax bonus, but total income for the year 
comes in lower than the 50 per cent threshold. 

Owner-managed businesses can still use an 
Employee Benefit Trust (EBT) to make loans 
to key employees in lieu of bonuses. 

Loans to shareholders are akin to receiving a 
dividend, as the company will not obtain 
immediate corporation tax relief on contribu¬ 
tions to the EBT. 

However, the ‘borrower’ will only suffer an 
annual tax charge on 4.75 per cent of the loan 
per year. For non-shareholder ‘borrowers’, the 
same low tax charge applies, with the compa¬ 
ny benefiting from substantially reduced 
National Insurance costs. 

Not surprisingly though, Mr Warne said the 
need for tax planning doesn’t stop after the 
April deadline: “Coping with the new tax 
regime and additional changes, such as those 
governing pensions, will require careful 
thought. Given the state of the public finances 
it is inevitable that we will see new taxes in 
the post-general election Budget, so a profes¬ 
sional adviser is likely to be a significant asset 
in the months ahead.”

Non-league academies 
already unearthing young 
football stars of the future

FOOTBALL academies could 
become an increasingly popular 
tool for Kent’s non-league clubs 
as they try to move up the foot¬ 
ball pyramid while balancing 
the books. 

Blue Square South side Dover are the latest 
to follow in the footsteps of Ebbsfleet United 
and Dartford in forming their own academy, 
and after just seven months the club are 
already reaping the rewards. 

The Whites established the Dover Athletic 
Football Academy in March last year, in 
association with the Abbey School in 
Faversham. 

The initiative sees boys aged 16-17 base 
their NVQ sixth form qualifications around 
a course at the school, which is supplement¬ 
ed by regular football coaching from acade¬ 
my head Darren Hare and Dover Athletic 
manager Andy Hessenthaler. 

The aim is for the graduates to attain their 
qualifications as well as earn a contract with 
a football club. 

Since its inception, goalkeeper Ben 
Humphrey, midfielder Jake Marsh and 
striker Andy Miller have all been named in 
Dover’s first-team squad this season. 

Hessenthaler, who boasts an impressive 
playing career with Gillingham, Watford and 
Barnet, has enjoyed guiding the academy 
players this season and believes football acad¬ 
emies are the future for non-league clubs, 
especially during a tough financial climate. 

He said: “Dartford, Croydon and Ebbsfleet 
have all set up academies and have pro¬ 


duced players. You only have to look around 
at the likes of Portsmouth to see the finan¬ 
cial problems in football. 

“I hope if we can bring these players 
through to the club I would be able to use 
them rather than spend money bringing in 
loan players.” 

With the academy already starting to pro¬ 
duce players, Hare, who also teaches at the 
school, has been impressed with the 
progress the young players have made in a 
short space of time. 

He is adamant there are more gems in 
Kent to be unearthed following former 
Maidstone United defender Chris Smalling, 
a product of the Stones’ youth set-up, signing 
for Manchester United last month. 

He said: “I believe that every five years 


someone big will come out of Kent, so the 
players are out there. 

“Our aim at the academy is to teach the 
kids football while they complete their stud¬ 
ies. We hope that one day they will be able to 
earn a contract in the game, if not at Dover 
then somewhere else where they can make a 
bit of money from football.” 

One player who is already raising a few 
eyebrows from the academy is striker Miller 
who took part in a trial with Premier League 
side Aston Villa in December. 

He has already made his debut for the 
Dover first-team at the age of 16 and could 
be set for another trial at Villa Park. 

Hare said: “He hasn’t been offered a deal by 
the club, but they were impressed and have 
said they will keep tabs on his progress.” 


More professional approach pays off as 
Gravesend dose in on historic promotion

WITH four games of the league season 
remaining, Gravesend RFC are tantalisingly 
close to making club history by securing 
promotion to National League 3. 

The Gs have led the way in London 1 South 
for the majority of this season and Step Five 
rugby is now within their grasp - providing 
they can see off Kent rivals Dover. 

Just three years ago, Gravesend were lan¬ 
guishing at the bottom of London 3 South, 
but a change in coaching staff and a more pro¬ 
fessional approach to playing has seen them 
rise to the pinnacle of regional rugby. 

A fourth-placed finish in the division a 
year ago gave club bosses reason for opti¬ 
mism, but president Rodney Bardell admits 
the league title had not been among their 
pre-season aims. 

He said: “When we sat down before the sea¬ 
son we knew we had a good side, but I don’t 
think we rated ourselves as favourites. 

“We probably expected Dover and Cobham 
to be strong, as well as Chichester, although 
we didn’t know too much about them.” 

Indeed, the newly-promoted West Sussex 
side set the early pace before the Gs picked up 
the mantle and they have failed to relinquish

it since, despite the persistence of Dover. 

Head coach Bob Hussey, who served as 
assistant to Simon Jervis in previous years, 
took on the top job this season, and while he 
accepts the position of league leaders brings 
its own pressures, he is confident in his play¬ 
ers’ ability to make the step up. 

“I think we could cope at the next level,” he 
said. “The first year might be hard because 
it’s a quicker, more physical league, but the 
teams we’ve played who are now in that 
league seem to have done okay. 

“If we go up we may have to recruit some 
people because there are more games and a 
greater intensity.” 

Kent has no representatives in National 3 
this season and Bardell believes promotion 
would allow Gravesend to attract talent from 
across the county. 

Gravesend’s final league fixture sees them 
travel to face Dover at Crabble on April 10, 
but Hussey’s side may have already carved 
their name on the trophy by then as the Gs 
edge closer to chartering new territory. 
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‘Rivals did not like me being

In the second of a three-part series, TOM 
HOWARD looks at how John Surtees 
switched motorsport codes and went on 
to create history by becoming the only 
world champion on two and four wheels 



F OR someone who dominat¬ 
ed on a motorcycle and 
showed little interest in 
racing cars, most wouldn’t 
have predicted that John Surtees 
would go on to make a serious 
impact in Formula One. 

Yet the 76-year-old, who now lives in 
Edenbridge, still holds the unique record of 
being the only man to win world titles on 
two wheels and four. 

At the age of 26, Surtees, born near 
Westerham, had become one the biggest 
riders in the motorcycle world with seven 
world titles in 10 years during the 1950s. 

However, by 1960, the multiple world 
champion and Isle of Man TT winner com¬ 
pleted what would be regarded today as a 
sensational switch. He turned his back on 
motorcycles and embarked on a career on 
four wheels and went on to become a motor- 
sport legend. 

After clinching his seventh motorcycle 
world title with MV Agusta in 1960, a move 
to cars beckoned when a dispute arose with 
the Italian motorcycle marque. 

He said: “I never thought of car racing. In 
many ways my natural career would have 
been to race another five or six years on 
bikes. 

“MV told me I could only do the world 
championship and nothing else, but I loved 
my racing and it was only when that came 
up that I decided to race cars.” 

His first ever car race was at Goodwood 
where he finished second, and then in his 
own Formula Two car he finished second in 
a race at Oulton Park, prompting the Lotus 


team to offer him a Formula One test. 

“We all met at Silverstone and I did a few 
laps in the car,” Surtees recalls. “I rather 
blotted my copybook by crashing at Stowe 
corner, but Colin Chapman (Lotus FI boss) 
came up to me and offered me a drive and I 
raced for them when I was available.” 

T he novice car driver endured a bap¬ 
tism of fire in his Formula One debut 
after entering the 1960 Monaco 
Grand Prix on the notoriously dangerous 
and technical streets of Monte Carlo. 

He said: “Monaco was an eye opener. The 
biggest difference between car driving tech¬ 
niques and motorcycle techniques was slow 
corners. I had a big learning curve to deal 
with. 

“Some people were very against me com¬ 
ing into Formula One. I wouldn’t have 
minded if I wasn’t quick, but I was just as 
fast as the majority of the drivers from the 
start.” 

The following season Surtees joined the 
Bromley-based Lola team, where he contin¬ 
ued to flourish. Two second place finishes in 
the German and British Grands Prix in a 
relatively unknown car caught the atten¬ 
tion of Enzo Ferrari, who offered him a deal 
to join the famous prancing horse team in 
1963. 

The combination of Surtees and Ferrari 
took a while to gel, but he claimed his first 
win at the German Grand Prix and finished 
a respectable fourth in the title race. 

His second season at Ferrari has gone 
down in history, because at the age of 30, 
Surtees was crowned world champion, 
becoming the only man to win world titles 
on two and four wheels. The highlight of the 
season was a win on Ferrari’s home turf at 
Monza, which sparked wild celebrations 


that left him unable to leave his garage for 
three hours after the race due to the num¬ 
ber of people in the crowd. 

“At the beginning, Formula One took a 
back seat at Ferrari and the first year we 
had to build a car from parts we could find 
in the factory,” he said. “Looking back on 
winning the world title, I feel frustrated 
because we could have done so much more. 
I look back at my time at Ferarri and we 
probably jointly lost three world champi¬ 
onships and it ended in divorce really.” 

urtees’ career looked over in 1965 
when he was involved in a high¬ 
speed crash in Ontario which left 
him with a fractured pelvis, leg, spine and 
ruptured kidneys. 


“It was a real turning point of my life,” he 
concedes. “It was touch and go whether I 
would come back, but luckily I didn’t have 
any head injuries so I continued.” 

Surtees spent six more seasons in 
Formula One, firstly with Honda and his 
own Team Surtees. His final win came at 
the 1967 Italian Grand Prix at Monza in 
one of Formula One’s closets finishes. 

By 1972 Surtees hung up his helmet and 
began to forge a career with his own team 
as a Formula One team owner.

Duo ready to pick up the pace 


WORLD superbike duo Shane Byrne and Leon Camier 
remain confident of having a successful season despite a 
disappointing opening round in Australia last weekend. 

The Kent pair both clinched points in the two races at 
Phillip Island, but errors cost them a chance to battle for 
podium positions. 

Sheppey rider and two-time British champion Byrne 
was hampered early on after a 95mph accident in prac¬ 
tice left him battered and bruised. He struggled in qual¬ 
ifying and managed to finish 14th and 12th in the races, 
picking up six points in the process. The 34-year-old was 
left disappointed, but eager to respond after team-mate 
Carlos Checa won the second race. 

Byrne said: “I’m not at all happy but at the end of the 
day I think we’re back on it. I’m happy with my riding, 
just disappointed with my positions. I ended up battling 
with guys who will win races this year and I truly 
believe I’m one of them again now. It could be worse, last 
year I never finished a single race at Phillip Island.” 

Two rider errors cost rookie Camier a chance to net an 
impressive haul of points. The 23-year-old Ashford rider 
finished 11th in both races, but was lapping faster than 
the leaders, which came as a surprise. 

He said: “We were a lot quicker than we thought we 
would be, but the mistakes cost us. The encouraging

thing is there is a lot more to come from the bike, but it 
won’t be easy. I think there will be circuits which will 
favour us and some which will be difficult.” 

Camier and Byrne head to Portugal’s Portimao circuit 
for the second round of the World Superbike 
Championship on March 28.

BARRY Hawkins will play his most 
important match of the season 
tomorrow as he bids to qualify for 
the World Snooker Championships.

The Kent duo, who are both yet to cement a 
place in the side, will hope to be in the final 15 
for the tournament in the Caribbean when the 
England selectors halve the squad on March 30. 

Denly has dropped out of the side after a run 
of low scores in international cricket, while 
Tredwell made his long-awaited debut for 
England in the second One-Day International 
against Bangladesh, helping the side to a nar¬ 
row two-wicket win thanks to an unbeaten 
stand of 32 with centurion Eoin Morgan. 

National selector Geoff Miller said: “The 
upcoming ICC World Twenty20 is an exciting 
tournament and we have selected an exciting 
crop of players in this provisional squad. 

“All players named have shown their ability 
in the shortest form of the game and the selec¬ 
tors have some difficult decisions to make 
when reducing the squad to 15 players. 

“We have a number of young players knock¬ 
ing on the door which underlines the depth in 
talent currently available and I know all con¬ 
cerned will be hoping they make the final squad 
for what is a highly anticipated tournament.”

Games focuses Thomas on 
getting first bobsleigh medal 


AFTER an assured Winter 
Olympics debut, Kelly Thomas 
has returned from Vancouver 
firmly believing she has what it 
takes to become Britain’s first 
female bobsleigh medal winner. 

The 29-year-old brakeman, along with 
driver Paula Walker, surprised many just by 
qualifying for last month’s Games after less 
than three years in the sport. 

Up against an elite field of teams, most of 
which had already been to multiple 
Olympics, the pair came into the competition 
ranked 15th. 

But four good runs, one of which was just 
outside the pre-Olympic track record, saw the 
GBR2 sled finish 11th, ahead of world cham¬ 
pions GBR1 and in between the teams repre¬ 
senting the perennially strong Switzerland. 

The two-woman bobsleigh has only been 
an Olympic sport since 2002, with no

British medal winners in the event so far. 

Thomas, bom in Sidcup but now living in 
Dartford, returned from Canada this week 
with renewed determination she could break 
the mould in Sochi, Russia, in 2014. 

“You come back completely motivated,” she 
said. “After witnessing your friends win 
medals straight away you think ‘that’s what I 
want’. We’ve done really well, but now we 
want to be the ones getting the medals. 

Control 

“To be able to experience an Olympics 
before going to one in four years where we 
hope to be challenging at the very top is much 
more beneficial than I could’ve imagined. 

“It definitely stands well for us, there’s so 
much room to improve that we’re only look¬ 
ing up.” 

The bobsleigh competition was held on the 
same track at the Whistler Sliding Centre 


where Georgian luger Nodar Kumaritashvili 
died after losing control and hitting a metal 
pole in training. 

GBR2 were one of a number of teams to 
crash in training, but while Thomas was 
affected by the tragedy, she feels the risk fac¬ 
tor is part of the attraction. 

She said: “It definitely had an impact on the 
mood. Sport is a community and even if 
you don’t actually know the individual you 
can’t help but be brought down by the sad¬ 
ness and grief of it. 

‘We had been on the track a number of 
times before and done a World Cup race there. 
It’s the fastest in the world, but in terms of 
crashing at 90 miles per hour rather than 
85mph, you can’t really tell the difference. 

“It’s dangerous, but it’s a pretty major rea¬ 
son why athletes take up the sport in the first 
place - it’s the adrenalin you get doing it.” 

With the bobsleigh season virtually over, 
Thomas’ attention now turns to earning 
enough money to help support herself 
through next season. 


Cliff hat-trick puts Kent 
into final of youth cup 


PRIESTFIELD will host the FA County 
Youth Cup final for the second successive 
season after Kent’s under-18s booked their 
place in the showpiece with a thrilling 
semi-final win last weekend. 

Sam Cliff scored a hat-trick to help set 
up a 5-3 win after extra-time against 
Liverpool to see Kent through to next 
month’s climax.

VIDEO technology is a contentious 
debate in many sports but hockey 
has struck a better balance than 
rugby and football, according to a 
Kent-based umpire who headed to 
the World Cup last week. 

Hockey began trialling a video referral sys¬ 
tem at the Champions Trophy last 
November, which continues at the World Cup, 
which began in India last Sunday. Each side 
will be allowed one appeal per half, which will 
be retained if successful. 

The use of technology to aid officials has 
been embraced in some sports, such as crick¬ 
et, while ignored all together by others, most 
notably football. One man grateful of the 
added security is Andy Mair, who lives in 
Westgate-on-sea and is officiating at his sec¬ 
ond World Cup. 

“If you make an absolute howler the teams 

■ have the ability to say ‘let’s have a look at the 
video’. We can appeal as well to check on 
something, that really is a safety thing for 
you if you’re making a pig’s ear of it, you’ve 
got a get out of jail free card,” he said. 

“It can’t go much further, if it’s going to be 
the same as rugby where they’re checking 
everything on all the tries, it’s crackers, why 
be there? Yet football are going against it, I 
think they’re wrong frankly, they’ve got the 
opportunity with the number of cameras they 
have at every game, they’ve got to be able to 
use it.” 

At 46, Mair is only one year below the 


mandatory retirement age for officials 
at international level, which means he 
must hang up his whistle at the end of 
2011 - just months before the London 
Olympics. 

His highlight to date was taking charge of 
the bronze medal match in the Beijing 
Olympics. His chances of officiating a game in 
the latter stages in the World Cup are inextri¬ 
cably bound up in the England team’s for¬ 
tunes. 

If Jason Lee’s side reach the knockout 
stages it will reduce the likelihood of Mair 
getting one of the high profile games at the 
end of the tournament. As a Scot it may go 
against accepted opinion, but after 30 years 
in Kent he is keen to see England succeed for 
the good of the sport. 

He said: ‘You just take what you’re given. If 
the England boys do well it’s good news. It’s 
good for the sport in the country and the 
build-up for London 2012. When they won the 
Europeans in Amsterdam [last August] the 
credibility it gave them and the whole of the 
nation was pretty big news.” 

The World Cup attracted unwanted atten¬ 
tion before it began, with a terrorist group 
making threats towards competitors and 
spectators. The New Zealand team delayed 
their departure as a result, but Mair, like the 
England team, travelled as planned. 

He said: “I’m fairly fatalistic, there’s not 
much you can do about it. On one occasion I 
was down to do the Champions Trophy in 
Pakistan and the advice from here was not to 
travel so I pulled out and then they moved it, 
so I missed out. I just tend to keep my head 
down now and let them get on with it until 
they say you can’t go.”

Jackson among the

THANET boxers Vinny Woolford 
and Daniel Woodgate both came 
out on top in their bouts at the 
K2 Centre in Crawley last 
Saturday.

ASHLEY Jackson continued his 
excellent goalscoring form as 
England got off to a superb start 
at the Hockey World Cup in India 
this week. 

The European champions went 
into the tournament with high 
hopes of reaching at least the 
semi-finals and they began in 
style in New Delhi. Opening 
against a highly-fancied 
Australia, runners-up four years 
ago, England pulled off a surprise 
3-2 win, with Jackson on target 
on his World Cup debut. 

The Chatham-born 22-year-old 
also netted in England’s second 
game, where they beat South 
Africa 6-4. His scoring run con¬ 
tinued on Thursday, notching the 
second goal in a 5-2 win against 
Pakistan, improving his interna¬ 
tional record to 33 goals in 46 
games.

Jamie gels a 
little help from 
his friends 


MORE than a few eyebrows were raised 
when the untried Jamie Day came through 
on the rails in November to snatch the job 
of Welling United’s player-manager, writes 
Tony Hudd. 

The usual suspects on the Kent manage¬ 
rial merry-go-round had eagerly submitted 
their CVs at Park View Road at a time when 
Day, a former Welling player, was plying his 
trade purely as a player with nearby 
Dartford. At first, Darts’ boss Tony Burman 
dismissed the idea that his 30-year-old 
midfielder fancied management and had 
suddenly entered the race for the job. 

When Day, who was under contract at 
Dartford, was offered the post, the two 
clubs found themselves negotiating terms 
for the remainder of his contract before 
Welling’s new boss was able to take 
charge. 

For the former Arsenal trainee, who went 
on to play for AFC Bournemouth, Dover, 
Welling, Grays and Dartford before decid¬ 
ing to activate his A-licence, the step up to 
management had long been anticipated. 

He immediately sent for old friend Barry 
Ashby, the former Brentford, Watford and 
Gillingham favourite, appointing him assis¬ 
tant manager, while Dean Frost accepted 
the role of head coach. 

Surprise 

To those who confessed surprise on 
hearing of Day’s appointment, Ashby 
insists: “Jamie was well equipped for man¬ 
agement. He’d got the A-licence and is 
preparing for the pro-licence. 

“He was going to make someone a good 
manager, so why not Welling? It’s not easy 
playing and managing, but Jamie knows he 
can fall back on Dean and myself. We’re his 
eyes and ears on the touchline.” 

The Wings’ confidence in Day was soon 
justified at the beginning of the year as the 
club embarked on a nine-match unbeaten 
run in Blue Square South until suddenly hit¬ 
ting the buffers with last weekend’s 2-0 
home defeat to Bath City. 

Welling aficionados will tell you that he 
has transformed the squad, though Day 
stresses there is no magic formula behind 
the club’s gradual rise up the table. 

“When we first arrived we detected a lack 
of confidence in some players, so that was 
the first thing we worked on,” he said. “But 
there wasn’t a lot wrong with the squad and 
there were no drastic changes. 

“We changed the pattern of play, insisting 
they got the ball down and played.” 

Asked if he enjoyed the dual role of play¬ 
ing and managing, he confessed: 
“Sometimes I think I worry too much about 
everyone else, though I think I’m curing 
myself of that. Being a former Welling play¬ 
er and knowing the set-up at the club 
helps. Playing and managing in your first 
job can be hard, but I look to Barry and 
Dean to take some of the weight off my 
shoulders. These are early days for me, so 
my ambition for the club is a top half finish. 

“Top-10 would be fantastic.”

The identity of Top Gear’s racing driver has 
never been confirmed, but a simple Google 
search of‘Ben Collins’ reveals a number of sto¬ 
ries linking him to the post. 

Collins is an experienced former Nascar and 
GT racer, but has never raced in the British 
Touring Car Championship. His biggest 
achievement to date was winning the 2004 
European ASCAR Championship and a third 
place overall finish in the 2001 FIA World 
Sportscar Championship. 

With barely a month before the opening 
round of the championship, Motorbase owner 
David Bartrum is holding talks with a host of 
names, including Collins, former independent 
touring car racer Mat Jackson, and Steven 
Kane, to fill the two vacant seats.
